Brevities. 

At,  Greenwich  Police  Court  on  Deiember  27,  Edsvard 
Brewer,  of  Deptford,  was  fined  10.-;.,  with  Z.i.  CDsts,  for  sellinj 
pepper  admixed  with  50  per  cent,  of  gelatinised  maize  flour. 

The  hearing  of  the  charges  of  fraud  against  thirteen 
pc-r.sons  in  connection  with  the  Patent  Novelties  Company 
<,I;imited)  was  resumed  at  Manchester  on  December  27,  and 
again  adjourned. 

The  Guardians  of  the  united  parishes  of  Sb  Giles-ia-the 
J  ieldsand  St.  George,  Bloomsbury,  have  accepted  the  tender 
of  Messrs.  Bargoyne,  Barbidges  &  Co.,  12  Coleman  Street, 
li.C,  for  the  supply  of  drugs  during  this  year. 

At  Southampton,  on  December  21,  1901,  a  charge  against 
!Mr.  W.  B.  Wride,  chemist  and  druggist,  in  re.?pect  to  the 
theft  of  a  bicycle,  was  withdrawn,  the  magistrates  approving 
of  this  course  before  any  evidence  was  called. 

Further  extensions  are  about  to  be  carried  out  in  the 
chemical-department  at  the  Phtcnix  Works,  D.drtford,  beloug- 
icg  to  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co. ;  and  the  Urban 
District  Council  has  approved  of  the  plans  submitted. 

An  arrangement  is  being  made  batwo^n  the  earthenware- 
mnnufacturers  of  North  Staffordshire  and  a  leadiog  insurance 
company  by  which  workers  in  the  lead  processes  of  pottery- 
manufacture  can  be  insured  against  loss  sustained  through 
contracting  lead-poisoning. 

A  medical  man  named  James  William  Ayres  (54)  has  been 
committed  for  trial  by  the  Liverpool  Stipendiary  on  a  charge 
c^f  causing  the  death  of  a  pawnbroker's  assistant  named 
.Uaincs,  whom,  it  is  alleged,  Ayres  knocked  down,  causing 
injury  that  resulted  in  his  death. 

At  Smethwick,  on  December  24,  John  Shouvier  (45), 
described  as  a  chemist's  assistant  and  a  native  of  Jersey, 
was  sent  to  gaol  for  one  month  with  hard  labour  for  stealing 
half-a-crov,-n  from  the  till  in  a  shop  at  Handsworth,  where 
he  was  employed  as  an  assistant. 

Two  schoolboys,  named  Kerbal  and  Kauflman,  were  each 
fcntenced  to  receive  six  strokes  of  the  birch-rod  by  the 
Manchester  city  justices  on  December  31  for  stealing  a  box 
of  cough-lozenges,  value  7^^^.,  from  the  shop  of  Boots 
(Limited),  Slarket  Street,  Ma'nchcster. 

An  Oxford  Criticism. 

The  method  by  which  Bjots  (Limited)  advertise  was 
criticised  at  the  Oxford  City  Council  on  December  18,  when, 
speaking  on  an  improvement  scheme,  Alderman  Wilson 
pointed  out  that  at  one  corner  of  the  Square  mentioned  they 
had  a  Boots'  est-iblishment.  The  property  was  the  firm's 
ov/n,  granted  apparently  without  any  control  to  an  "adver- 
tising tradesman  coming  from  abroad  into  competition  with 
Oxford  tradesmen,  and  putting  up  what  he  might  venture  to 
describe  as  a  most  disfiguring  advertisement  for  his  own 
particular  benefit."  He  suggested  that  the  Council  might 
endeavour  to  secure  a  private  Act  of  Parliament  for  the 
purpose  of  restraining  persons  from  disfiguring  their  town, 
and  so  put  an  end  to  "  these  abominations  in  the  way  of 
advertisements  for  private  purposes  erected  in  public 
places." 

Friendly  Societies  and  the  G.M.C. 

It  is  stated  that  the  recent  action  of  the  General  Medical 
Council  in  the  case  of  Dr.  Kendall,  of  Yarmouth,  is  to  be 
vigorously  contested  by  the  friendly  societies.  A  Bill  will 
shortly  be  promoted  in  Parliament  to  protect  the  doctors 
who  are  now  professiomlly  engaged  for  the  various  medical- 
aid  societies,  and  a  special  clause  of  the  measure  will  make 
it  libellous  for  the  Medical  Council  to  term  conduct  "  in- 
■faiadus  "  on  the  part  of  any  qualified  man,  which  is  merely 
a,  breach  of  professional  etiquette.  Dr  R-ndall  has  been 
held  to  be  guilty  of  "infamous  conduct  in  a  professional 
resp'ect,"  for  having  been  indirectly  connected  with  a  society 
which  canvasses  for  patients. 


Plumbism. 

At  an  inquest  held  at;  Hackney  on  Dec  amber  30,  respecting 
the  death  of  Robert  Wilkins  (35),  a  painter,  the  widow 
deposed  that  her  husband  had  suffered  from  lead-poisoning 
about  five  years  ago,  and  since  then  had  been  subject  to 
retching.  Oa  December  25  witness  went  to  a  chemist  and 
t  jld  him  her  hu5band  had  "pains  in  his  inside,  and  was 
shivering."  The  witness  was  given  a  bottle  of  medicine,  but 
(Icith  took  place  on  the  following  evening.  William 
Houghton,  who  stated  that  he  was  an  unqualified  assistant 
in  the  employ  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Clark,  chemist  and  druggist.  The 
Broadway,  London  Fields,  said  he  was  asked  by  the  last 
witness  for  a  bottle  of  medicine  for  a  man  who  had  a  cold 
and  paios  all  over  him.  He  gave  a  bottle  of  the  "usual  cold 
mixture,"  which  contained  10  gr.  each  of  salicylate  of  soda, 
bromide  of  potassium,  and  nitre,  and  10m.  of  colchicum  wine 
in  each  dose.  The  Coroner  :  You  see  that  did  not  do  any  good. 
You  ought  not  to  have  prescribed.  A  little  knowledge  is  a 
danj^erous  thing  when  one  is  ill.  The  Coroner  added  that  so 
long  as  the  assistant  was  working  under  the  eye  of  his 
employer  the  law  could  not  be  said  to  be  broken,  but  where 
unqualified  men  were  put  into  branch  shops  it  was  sailing 
very  close  to  the  wind,  and  was  a  public  scandal.  A  man 
might  be  prosecuted  for  holding  himself  out  as  a  chemist  if 
he  was  not  one,  and  the  Apothecaries'  Society  ['?]  might  insti- 
tute a  prosecution  if  it  was  proved  that  an  unqualified  man 
sold  poisons.  That  offence  did  not  appear  to  have  been 
committed  in  this  case.  A  Juror:  No,  but  this  man  who 
possesses  no  qualification  at  all  prescribes  for  a  man  who  is 
seriously  ill.  The  Coroner :  Yes,  and  takes  the  risk.  Dr. 
J.  W.  Hunter  said  the  autopsy  showed  that  death  was  due 
to  peritonitis,  following  the  rupture  of  a  gastric  ulcer.  The 
theory  was  that  a  man  who  nad  had  an  attack  of  lead- 
poisoning  was  liable  to  the  complaint  the  deceased  suffered 
from.  In  answer  to  a  juror,  the  doctor  said  that  the 
medicine  prescribed  by  the  chemist's  assistant  would  do 
neither  harm  or  good  in  such  a  case,  The  only  chance  of 
saving  life  would  have  been  an  operation.  The  jury  returned 
a  verdict  of  natural  death. 

The  Apothecary's  Assistant. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Westminster  on  December  31, 
respecting  the  death  of  Patience  Glossop  Harris,  sister  of  the 
late  Sir  Augustus  Harris,  William  Stanley,  who  described 
himself  as  a  medical  assistant,  stated  that  he  had  been 
examined  in  pharmacy  at  Apothecaries'  Hall,  and  they 
allowed  him  to  assist  doctors,  but  only  in  dispensing.  He 
was  not  a  registered  medical  practitioner,  but  had  attended 
Mis3  Harris  for  seven  or  eight  years.  He  refused  to  say 
whether  he  was  paid  for  his  services.  He  gave  a  certificate 
of  death,  certifying  that  the  deceased  died  from  general 
cirrhosis  of  the  liver  and  exhaustion.  Dr.  G.  A.  Hamerton 
said  dea'h  was  due  to  heart  failure,  from  cerebral  h;cmorr- 
hage,  accelerated  by  intemperate  habits.  Although  "  cirrhosis 
of  the  liver  and  exhaustion"  were  factors  in  the  case,  he 
would  not  have  given  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  as  there  was 
the  condition  of  the  heart  and  brain  to  be  taken  into 
account.  The  Coroner,  in  summing  up,  remarked  that  there 
could  not  be  the  least  doubt  that  Miss  Harris  engaged  a 
quack  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Stanley,  because  she  knew  that 
such  a  man  would  connive  in  her  drinking  habits.  No  doubt 
one  result  of  that  inquiry  would  be  that  further  proceedings 
would  be  taken  with  regard  to  the  unqualified  and  un- 
registered practitioner  who  had  appeared  before  the  Court. 
The  jury  returned  a  verdict  in  accordance  with  Dr.  Hamer- 
ton's  evidence,  and  added  a  rider  to  the  effect  that  the 
attention  of  the  Registrar- General  should  be  called  to  the 
lax  way  in  which  the  certificates  of  unregistered  medical 
men  are  accepted. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Dr.  Hill,  medical  officer  of  health  and  public  analyst,  has 
just  returned  to  his  duties  after  a  somewhat  severe  illness 
arising  from  bronchitis,  to  which  he  has  been  a  martyr  for 
some  years  past. 

The  Worcestershire  County  Council  have  issued  a  report 
on  the  experiments  of  drying  of  fruit,  vegetables,  and  herbs, 
which  they  caused  to  be  instituted.  They  think  there  is  a 
great  future  for  such  an  industry.  Cannot  the  pharmacist 
come  to  their  assistance  ? 
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A  serious  explosion  occurred  on  Saturday  last  at  Messrs. 
Albright  &  Wilson's  phosphorus-work?,  Oldbnry,  resulting 
ia  the  serious  injury  to  four  men.  They  were  engaged  in 
■cleaning  out  the  flaes  of  the  Mond  gas  plant  which  the  firm 
has  recently  laid  down,  when  an  accumulation  of  gas  took 
fire  and  burnt  the  men  severely. 

The  M.O.H.  of  the  Walsall  Kural  District  Council  has 
issued  pamphlets  on  the  rearing  of  infants.  The  paragraph 
"  the  only  food  for  a  baby  up  to  seven  months  is  the  mother's 
milk,"  got  transposed  in  type  by  the  printer's  devil,  and  read 
"  the  only  food  for  a  baby  up  to  seven  months  is  thun  others 
milk,"  which  entirely  destroyed  the  effect  of  what  was 
intended  to  be  good  advice. 

A  very  remarkable  prescription  has  made  its  appearance 
in  our  city.  Its  owner  is  a  faddist,  and  wherever  he  goes  he 
has  it  "  made  up  "  for  the  sole  reason  of  ascertaining  the 
price  charged  in  different  places  and  classes  of  shops.  It 
was  stamped  bick  and  front  in  every  conceivable  place  by 
an  almost  endless  variety  of  stamps,  even  to  rendering  it 
illegible.  His  complaint  was  that  it  had  cost  him  any  price 
between  8d.  and  2s.  6rl ,  and  often  after  reading  the  document 
the  dispenser  with  a  knowing  look  would  ask,  "How  much 
have  you  paid  for  this  before  ?  "  and  the  candid  answer  was 
as  above. 

Heirs  Wanted. 

Mr.  Sidney  H.  Preston,  27  Chancery  Line,  London,  E.C., 
writing  to  tha  daily  papers  about  inquiries  which  were 
made  in  1901  through  "  Agony  "  columns,  says  the  eldest 
son  of  H.  G.  Carpanter,  a  chemist,  who  died  in  an  infirmary, 
is  sought ;  and  J.  R.  Lysnar,  a  dentist,  who  left  for  India, 
may  share  in  an  estate. 

Store-prices. 

The  Januiry  price-list  of  the  Civil  Service  Supply  Asso- 
ciation (Limited)  announces  a  reduction  in  the  price  of 
respirators  from  Is.  to  9|rZ.  each,  and  oE  sulphonal  tablets 
(from  2.S'.  8tl.  to  2*  per  100,  and  from  Is:  to  8^^^.  per  25). 
Eucalyptus  oil  (Kangaroo  brand)  has  been  advanced  from 
Qd.  to  9d.  par  bottle,  and  guttapercha  tissue  from  10^.  to  l.v. 
per  oz. 

Students'  Affairs. 

On  December  24,  at  the  clos3  of  the  course  of  lectures, 
certificates  were  distributed  to  the  successful  students  at 
the  Westminster  College  of  Pharmacy.  At  the  close  of  the 
ceremony  Mr.  Willos.  on  behalf  of  the  students,  presented 
Mr.  Wills,  the  Principal,  with  a  silver  cigar-case.  Mr.  Wills 
in  turn  presented  to  each  of  the  gentlemen  present  a  tin  of 
cigarettes,  and  to  the  lady  pupils  (seventeen  in  number)  he 
gave  a  bottle  of  perfume. 

The  arrangements  for  carrying  on  the  school  of  pharmacy 
attached  to  the  Royal  Albert  Memorial  College  at  Exeter  are 
now  complete.  The  school  provides  a  full  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  all  the  subjects  required  for  the  pharmaceutical 
examinations.  Evening  classes  are  held  as  well  as  day 
classes,  and  special  attention  is  devoted  to  practical  work. 
The  school  has  a  complete  collection  of  physical,  chemical, 
and  pharmaceutical  apparatus,  and  a  fine  materia  medica 
collection.  Special  courses  are  arranged  for  medical  students 
and  candidates  for  the  Apothecaries"  Hall  assistant's  qualifi- 
cation. The  principal  of  the  college  is  Mr.  A.  W.  Clayden, 
M.A.,  and  Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd,  F.C.S.,  is  lecturer  in  phar- 
macy, materia  medica,  and  pharmacy  law. 

Holiday  Hilarity. 
A  hilarious  milkman  on  Bank-holiday  tried  to  perform 
acrobatic  feats  with  the  aid  of  the  sun-blind  at  Parke's 
Drug-Stores,  in  HoUoway  Road,  N.  He  bent  the  iron-sup- 
port, and  presently  encountered  a  policeman,  with  the  result 
that  he  was  fined  35.?.  (or  fourteen  days  in  default)  at  North 
London  Police  Court  on  December  27. 

On  December  21  a  man  entered  the  shop  of  Alderman 
Simpson,  the  chemist-mayor  of  Stalybridge,  and  purchased  a 
pennyworth  of  oxalic  acid.  On  leaving  the  shop  the  man 
was  seen  to  be  under  the  influence  of  drink,  and,  fearing 
suicidal  intentioas.  Alderman  Simpson  followed  him  and 
dernanded  the  return  of  the  poison.  The  man  refused  to 
deliver  it  up,  and  a  rough-and-tumble  ensued,  with  the  result 
that  the  police  appeared  on  the  scene,  and  the  packet  was 
secured.    The  man's  explanation  was  that  he  intended  to 


play  a  jc'ke  at  a  public-house  by  "  turning  water  into  wine  " 
with  the  acid.

Fires. 

The  works  of  Messrs.  Cowling,  liquorice- cake  refiner--, 
Pontefract,  were  completely  destroyed  by  fire  on  December  31, 
the  damage  being  estimated  at  2,000/.  Hundreds  of  work- 
people are  thrown  out  of  employment. 

The  pharmacy  of  the  Mayor  of  S  aiybridge  (Alderan 
Simpson)  was  the  scene  of  a  window-fire  on  December  21. 
Whilst  an  assistant  was  lighting  the  gas  in  the  window  the 
cotton  wool  used  in  the  Christmas  decorations  accidentally 
ignited,  and  before  the  flimes  were  subdued  several  pounds' 
worth  of  damage  was  done. 

A  fire  occurred  on  December  Z1  in  a  warehouse  at  the 
back  of  the  premises  of  Mr.  T.  C.  Cornwell,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  14  Piccadilly,  Hanley.  The  ffimes  were  noticed  at 
an  early  stage  by  the  employes  of  a  neighbouring  restaurant, 
who  at  once  communicated  with  the  police,  and  they  extin- 
guished the  fire  before  much  damage  had  been  done.  The 
loss  is  inconsiderable. 

Disputed  Ownership  of  a  Business. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Tuesday,  December  31, 
1901,  before  Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  an  action  was 
brought  by  the  District  Chemical  Company  (Limited),  of 
Fenchurch  Avenue,  E.C.,  against  Mr.  T.  Mander,  49  Rosomau 
Street,  Clerkenwell,  E.C.,  to  recover  3/.  4s.  lOd.  for  tea 
2-cwt.  bags  of  soda-crystals.  The  case  was  before  the 
Court  a  fortnight  ago,  when  the  defendant  said  the  debt 
was  due  from  Kavanagh,  and  not  from  him.  He  had  been 
Kavanagh's  manager,  and  the  order  was  signed  "for  Mr. 
Kavanagh,"  who  had  since  died.  The  case  had  been 
adjourned  for  the  correspondence  to  be  produced.  The 
Judge  now  said  that  if  the  defendant  gave  the  order  he  was 
liable,  and  that  he  must  pay. 

The  Crimson  Cross, 

The  Derby  Borough  Coroner  (Mr.  John  Close)  was  engaged 
a  considerable  time  on  Wednesday,  January  1,  investigating 
the  circumstances  of  the  death  of  Charles  Nicholson  (52). 
The  Coroner  had  adjourned  the  case  for  inquiries  to  be  made 
as  the  result  of  a  communication  he  had  received  from  Dr. 
Parry  Jones,  and  because  Mrs.  Nicholson  had  stated  that  her 
husband  had  been  taking  medicine  and  using  ointment  sup- 
plied to  him  by  Captain  Feilden,  of  the  Crimson  Cross  Dis- 
pensary. No  charges  were  made  for  the  remedies  supplied, 
but  a  box  was  placed  against  the  door  at  the  dispensary  so 
that  persons  visiting  the  establishment  might  make  voluntary 
contributions.  She  now  stated  that  Captain  Feilden  first 
saw  the  deceased  about  twelve  months  ago.  He  had  called 
upon  him  on  different  occasions,  and  when  he  saw  him  the 
last  time,  about  a  month  ago,  he  told  deceased  he  ought  to 
see  a  doctor.  Deceased,  however,  would  not  because  he 
considered  they  did  more  harm  than  good.  In  answer  to 
Captain  Feilden,  she  stated  that  as  long  as  the  deceased  took 
his  medicine  he  kept  going  on  well,  and  as  soon  as  he 
stopped  doing  so  he  died.  A  neighbour  also  gave  evidence 
as  to  the  deceased's  strong  objections  to  a  doctor,  and 
Captain  Feilden  deposed  that  he  attended  the  deceased  for 
bronchitis  and  another  complaint.  He  also  had  something 
the  matter  with  his  heart,  and  witness  advised  him  to  see  a 
doctor.  The  Coroner  :  Then  you  thought  it  was  a  case  for 
a  properly  qualified  practitioner  ?  Witness :  I  thought  he 
would  require  someone  to  give  him  a  certificate  when  he 
died.  A  doctor  was  no  good  for  any  other  reason.  Dr. 
Parry  Jones  deposed  to  making  a  2'ost-mortcm,  and  found 
that  death  was  due  to  aneurism.  In  all  probability  if  he 
had  had  a  proper  medical  man  attending  him  he  would  have 
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lived  longer,  as  the  aneurism  was  of  longstanding,  and  would 
have  been  found  out.  The  Coroner:  If  he  refused  to  have  a 
doctor,  what  could  be  done  for  him  ?  Dr.  Parry  Jones  : 
Nothing.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  that  death  was  due  to 
aneurism.

At  the  Glamorgan  Quarter  Sessions  afc  Cardiff  on  Wednes- 
day, January  1,  a  groom  named  Charles  Brookes  was  charged 
■with  stealing  a  spring-balance  and  other  articles,  the  property 
of  Hubert  Clark,  landlord  of  the  Central  Hotel,  Pontypridd. 
One  of  the  witnesses,  to  whom  it  was  alleged  prisoner  had 
endeavoured  to  dispose  of  the  articles,  was  Charles  Santor, 
proprietor  of  whit  were  known  as  the  Crystal  Palace  Stores 
at  Pontypridd.    The  following  is  a  bit  of  the  evidence  :  — 

Mr.  St.  John  Francis-Williams,  who defenJod,  asked  the  witness 
if  he  were  the  gentleman  known  as  "  Sequali." 
Witness  :  I  am,  sir. 

Mr.  Williams  :  What  trade  docs  "  Sequah  "  carry  on  ? 
Witnoss :  Medicine. 

Mr.  Williams :  Wliat  trade  docs  Charles  Santor  carry  on  '? 

Witness:  Medicine,  and  he  also  keeps  a  refreshment-house. 

Mr.  Williams  :  In  addition  to  feeding  people  do  you  still  phj-sic 
them,  or  after  feeding  them  do  jou  send  them  somewhere  else  to 
be  physicked?  (Laughter.) 

Witness:  When  in  business,  I  do  the  same  as  other  people. 

I^fr.  Williams  :  What  is  that  ? 

Witness  :  To  sell. 

Mr.  Williams  :  AVhat  do  you  mean  —the  people  or  the  medicine  ? 
(Laughter) 
Witnoss:  I  advertise  my  

Mr.  Williams :  You  advertise  the  medicine  and  "  sell  "  the  j 
people?  (Laughter.) 

Witness  :  1  do  not  "  sell  "  the  people.  , 

Prisoner  and  his  wife  gave  evidence,  and  the  jury  returned 
a  verdict  of  not  guilty.  The  same  prisoner  was  next  charged 
with  stealing  31.  9.v.  2(1.  from  a  cashbox  in  Charles  Santos's 
btdroom,  but  again  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  not 
guilty,  and  prisoner  was  discharged. 

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

The  passing  of  the  holiday  season  invariably  induces  a 
depressant  reaction,  which  often  results  in  suicide.  This 
year  has  been  no  exception,  for  the  suicides  have  been 
numerc  us.  Sixteen  deaths  as  a  result  of  poisoning  have 
been  recorded  since  our  last  report,  four  of  these  being 
caused  by  unscheduled  poisons — liniment  of  camphor  and 
turpentine,  phosphorus,  nitric-acid  and  mercury  solution, 
and  gas  asphyxiation.  In  the  scheduled  list  opiates,  in  the 
form  of  laudanum,  morphia,  chlorodyne,  and  syrup  of 
poppies,  account  for  seven  fatalities  ;  three  were  caused  by 
carbolic  acid,  and  one  each  by  oxalic  acid  and  chloroform. 
The  latter  was  inadvertently  taken  in  overdose  by  a  medical 
man  at  Battcrsea  Uit^e,  while  a  solution  of  oxalic  acid  was 
drunk  by  a  young  lady  at  Chatham  in  mistake  for  Epsom 
salts — A  commercial  traveller  at  Bow,  who  had  been  troubled 
with  insomnia  for  some  years,  took  an  overdose  of  his  sleep- 
ing-draught, which  contained  morphia,  chloral,  and  bromide 
of  potassium. — A  Bradford  child,  two  months  old,  was  given 
one  drop  of  laudanum  in  some  tea,  and  its  death  was  attri- 
buted to  acute  bronchitis,  accelerated  by  the  laudanum. — 
The  wife  of  a  linsced-cil  manufacturer  at  Brighton,  named 
Body,  was  found  dead  in  bed  on  New  Year's  Eve.  The  doctor, 
who  wa-i  called  in,  said  death  was  due  to  carbolic-acid 
poisoning.  This  was  disputed  by  the  regular  medical 
attendant  of  the  family,  who  urged  a  post- ninrtci/i  examina- 
tion, but  the  other  doctor  reiterated  his  belief,  and  the  jury 
returned  a  verdict  of  "  suicide  while  insane." — The  seven- 
weeks-old  son  of  a  Newark  pork-butcher  was  given  half  a 
teaspoonful  of  a  mixture  of  syrup  of  rhubarb  and  syrup  of 
poppies,  which  the  mother  got  from  a  neighbour.  The  child 
died  "from  opium-poisoning,"  according  to  the  nelical 
evidenc?.  Mr.  L.  Priestley,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
called  as  a  witness  at  the  inquest,  said  he  had  e(  Id  the 
mixture,  but  to  whom  he  did  not  know.  Syrup  of  poppies  was 
a  scheduled  poison,  but  it  was  not  necessary  to  obtain  the 
signature  of  the  purchaser.  The  dose  for  an  adult  was  given 
on  the  bottle,  but  it  was  not  usual  to  state  the  dose  for 
children,  as  it  would  vary  according  to  age  acd  constitution. 
The  jury,  in  returning  a  verdict  of  death  from  opium- 
poisonirg,  added  a  rider  to  the  effect  that  in  their  opinion 
there  should  be  more  stringent  regulations  as  to  the  sal;  of 
such  preparations.

Laudanum-poisoning. 

Lieutenant  Barnard  R.  S.  Winter,  of  H.M.  guardship 
Eiiijjrcss  of  India,  stationed  at  Queenstown,  committed 
suicide  in  the  Imperial  Hotel,  Cork,  on  December  24.  That 
evening  he  purchased  laudanum  in  a  chemist's  shop,  and 
when  found  dead  next  morning  there  were  traces  of  the 
poison  in  a  glass,  and  a  bottle  containing  some  laudanum 
was  found  on  the  table. 

Deficient  Drugs. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Callan  (co.  Kilkenny)  Board  of 
Guardians  a  report  was  read  from  Sir  Chas.  A.  Cameron  on 
samples  of  drugs  submitted  for  analysis,  and  he  staled  that 
the  vinegar  of  squills  was  about  25  per  cent,  deficient  in  acetic 
acid  ;  compoucd  tincture  of  rhubarb,  correct ;  100  c.c  of  chalk 
mixture  yielded  2  6  gr.  (it  should  be  9  gr.).  There  should 
be  3  per  cent,  of  chalk  present,  but  there  was  only  2  5  per 
cent.  As,  however,  the  mixture  readily  separates  into  chalk 
and  a  clear  solution,  the  specimen  sent  to  him  might  nofr 
have  been  taken  from  a  well-shaken  bottle  of  the  mixture.. 
There  should  be  6  per  cent,  of  sugar  in  the  mixture,  but 
there  is  not  a  trace  of  that  substai  C3  in  it,  nor  was  it  ever  in 
it,  as  sugar  would  be  in  solution,  and  not,  like  chalk,  in 
suspension.

Liudanum  Poisoning 

is  comparatively  common  in  Scotland  at  this  season.  Since 
our  last  issue  we  have  received  reports  that  William  Forbes 
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(45),  keeper  of  the  Y.M.C.A.  rooms,  Brechin,  and  Andrew 
Leitch,  jun.,  contractor,  16  Dorset  Place,  Edinburgh,  have 
died  from  the  poison. 

'f  A  man  named  Arthur  Malison  was  found  in  Lawnmarket, 
Edinburgh,  on  December  25,  1901,  suffering  from  an  over- 
dose of  laudanum.  He  was  removed  to  the  Edinburgh 
Rojal  Infirmary,  where  he  died  next  morning.  The 
deceased  said  he  had  drunk  a  shilling's  worth  of  laudanum. 

New-century  Pharmacy. 

Mr,  William  dimming,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Traill 
Street,  Thurso,  has  the  Bovril  camp-scene  in  South  Africa 
as  a  window-altraction,  with  perfumes  in  bottles  and  sachets 
as  adjuncts. 

Mr.  T.  W.  Ferguson,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  has  taken 
over  the  business  formerly  carried  on  by  Mr.  John  Heron 
at  335  Cathcart  Road,  Govachill,  Glasgow,  announced  in  the 
local  press  that  on  December  31  he  would  present  to  each 
customer  who  purchased  a  shillingsworth  of  goods  at  his 
pharmacy  one  6(/.  bottle  of  ginger-wine  essence  or  a  tooth- 
brush, according  to  his  (or  htr)  desire. 

At  Christmas,  1900,  Mr.  D.  0.  Cairnie,  chemist,  Thurso, 
made  a  popular  hit  with  his  "  Kruger  Reading  the  Results 
of  the  Caithness  Election."  Now  he  has  two  working-models 
which  attract  a  good  deal  of  attention.  0_ie  is  an  enlarge- 
ment of  Sir  John  Tenniel's  famous  cartoon  in  "  Punch 
showing  John  Bull  fighting  the  Boer.  The  other  is  a  life- 
like model  of  Kruger  wita  his  Bible  and  pistol  and  inevit- 
able pipe.  Both  windows  have  besides  a  tasteful  display  of 
seasonable  goods. 

Modern  business  methods  as  they  prevail  south  of  the 
Tweed  are  practised  wiih  considerable  succesi  by  Mr. 
Msbert  Suttie,  chemist  and  druggist.  Main  Street,  Cambus- 
lang.  His  holiday-attraction  this  year  was  a  pill-coanting 
competition.  Cash  prizes  to  the  value  of  3/.  were  offered 
to  parehasers  of  sixpenny  worth  (or  more)  of  Mr.  Suttie's 
•goods  who  guessed  the  exact  numbsr  (or  the  nearest  to  it) 
of  pills  contained  in  a  b^ttls  exhibited  in  the  shop-window. 
The  pills  were  to  be  counted  on  Hngmanay  Night  (Decem- 
ber 31)  and  the  resalt  declared  on  New  Year's  Day. 

Mr.  J.  Raffan,  cheaiist  and  druggist,  of  16  Port  Street, 
Sterling,  is  showing  a  neat  design  in  window-decoration. 
The  window  is  an  enclosed  one,  and  the  groundwork  is  of 
white  cotton-wool  frosted.  At  the  front  is  the  motto, 
"Each  Opening  Blossom  Freely  Breathes  its  Gratitude," 
done  in  red  letters  on  a  white  ground,  with  a  frame  of  sea- 
green  moss.  la  a  semi-circle  are  arranged  five  pots  of 
■flowers— white  rose  (in  the  centre),  Parma  violets,  sweet 
pea,  lily  of  the  valley,  mistletoe.  All  these  flowers  are 
mounted  on  their  own  foliage,  and  round  the  base  of  the  pots 
bottles  of  the  flower-perfumes  are  arranged  in  various 
designs.  ^  The  mistletoe  has  an  a>sorted-series  of  perfumes 
around  it,  and  sprays  of  holly  are  interspersed  here  and 
there.  A  glass  shelf,  raised  about  6  inches,  is  used  for  a 
backgrouDd.  This  is  covered  with  cotton-Vv'ool,  and  has  on 
it  five  evergreen  plants.  The  pols  are  covered  with  crinkled 
paper  in  green  or  gold.  Christmas-boxes,  single  fancy 
bottles  and  perfume-sachets,  fill  up  the  intervening  spaces. 
A  white  fancy  festoon  fills  up  the  ceiling.  At  each  end  it 
Is  finished  with  a  hydrangea,  while  it  is  looped  up  in  the 
middle  at  the  electric  light  with  a  bunch  of  pink  roses. 
This  design  may  be  executed  with  real  flowers  in  an  open 
v/indow,  and  last  season  Mr.  Raffan  showed  sweet-pea 
essence  surrounding  real  flowers  cut  from  his  own  garden. 


The  Chkmist  Blamed.— A  Bath/  Mail  correspondent  at 
Athens  reports  that  by  the  mistake  of  a  chemist  who 
dispensed  hyoscyamine  instead  of  thiosinamine  as  prescribed, 
Kile.  Lele  Crieze,  Lady-in-Waiting  to  the  Qaeen  of  Greece, 
lias  been  poisoned,  and  lies  between  life  and  death.  Dr. 
Catanow,  who  was  called  in,  tasted  the  medicine  on  the  tip 
his  tongue.  He  immediately,  became  unconscious,  but 
subsequently  recovered.  Exactly  the  same  accident  happened 
last  year  with  the  same  chemist,  when  a  lady  died  from  the 
effects  of  the  poison.  By  the  King's  instructions,  the 
-chemist  is  to  be  prosecuted. 


Dr.  C.  Schulten,  who  was  formerly  an  assistant  with 
Professor  Dr.  Konig  at  the  public  station  for  chemical  and 
scientific  research  in  Miioster,  in  Westphalia,  has  opened  an 
analytical  laboratory  at  12  Mission  Row,  Calcutta. 

Messrs.  Abid  k  Co  ,  chemists  and  general  merchants 
Hyderabad  (Deccan),  were  to  open  a  new  business  in  Oxford 
Street,  Seounderabad,  on  January  1,  1902,  under  the 
charge  of  Mr.  Armour,  lately  with  Messrs.  Pearson  &  Co., 
Sicunderabad. 

OnuM-AUCTiONS.— It  is  notified  that  the  opium,  to  be 
brought  forward  for  sale  by  public  auction  in  1902,  will  con- 
sist of  about  24,000  chests  prepared  at  the  Patna  Factory, 
and  about  24,000  chests  prepared  at  the  Ghazipur  Factory, 
each  chest  containing  1  maund  18  seers  12  chittacks  of  pure 
opium,  besides  9  seers  6  chittacks  used  for  pasting  the 
leaves  of  the  shell.  In  accordance  with  the  notification  of 
the  Government  of  India,  dated  June  21,  1901,  2,000  chests 
of  Patna  and  2,000  chests  of  Benares  opium  will  be  sold 
monthly  from  January  to  December,  1902. 

Malay  Medical  Institute. — The  Government  of  the 
Federated  Malay  States  has  recently  established  a  research 
institute  in  Kuala  Lumpur,  the  capital,  which  i.s  open  to  all 
workers  irrespective  of  nationality.  The  medical  department 
is  fully  equipped  for  pathological,  clinical,  physiological,  and 
bacteriological  work.  There  is  a  chemical  department  for 
organic  and  inorganic  research,  a  photographic  department, 
facilities  for  biological  research,  and  a  good  working  library. 
Students  of  tropical  medicine  will  nave  special  opportunities 
for  their  particular  branch.  Beri-beri  exists  under  unique 
conditions  in  the  States,  and  malaria  in  at  least  four 
distinct  types.  The  Institute  is  at  present  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  Hamilton  Wright,  who  will  reply  to  all  com- 
munications. 

Weights  and  Measures  in  Mysore. — The  vagaries  of 
Indian  weights  and  measures  have  long  been  a  stumbling 
block  to  commerce.  Not  only  have  presidencies  their  own 
particular  "standards,"  so  ciUel  by  courtesy;  so  have 
districts,  to  wns,  and  even  villages  The  "  candy  "  varies  from 
nearly  800  lbs.  to  something  lilie  500  lbs. ;  the  "  maund  "  from 
over  82  to  25  lbs. ;  and  so  on.  By  these  varia'.ions  fraud  and 
blunder  are  facilitated,  so  much  so  that  the  Mysore  Govern- 
ment hjs  issue!  a  draft  of  "The  Mysore  Weights  and 
Measures  Regula''jio3,"  which  aims  at  remeiying  the  present 
defective  state  of  the  lavv*.  Taa  objcc'.  of  the  Government 
is  not  to  introduce  the  use  of  new  standards  of  weight  and 
measure,  but  to  secure  adherence  to  those  ascertained  by 
local  inquiry  to  be  the  standards  already  in  vogue  in  par- 
ticular areas.  The  Government  may  from  time  to  time  pro- 
scribs  the  standard  of  weight  accl  measure  that  shall  be 
followed  therein,  and  may  declare  that  any  particular  weight 
or  measure  is  correct  or  is  in  accordance  with  sach  standard.

Manila  Pharmacy"  Law. — The  new  general  order  issued 
by  the  Provost  Marshal  General  at  Manila  for  amending  the 
old  Spanish  laws  governing  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  the 
Philippines  lias  been  discussed  by  the  pharmacists  of  Manila. 
At  the  initial  meeting  they  were  unable  to  agree  upon  the 
features  wbic'a  they  desired  stiuck  out  of  the  bdl,  but 
the  Board  of  Health  subsequently  conferred  with  the 
pharmaci-sts,  and  while  some  of  the  features  of  the  bill  as 
originally  prepared  (see  C.  ^'  D  ,  November  9,  page  754) 
were  eliminated,  the  other  parts  of  ii;  remain  unchanged. 
The  clause  in  the  pharmacy  regulations  to  the  efl"ect 
that  the  druggist  would  be  liable  to  heavy  penalties  for 
duplicating  a  prescription  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
physician  who  wrote  it,  does  not  appear  in  the  new  bill.  The 
native  pharmacists  requested  that  the  graduates  of  Santo 
Tomas  College  be  admitted  to  practice  without  being  required 
to  take  the  regular  examinations.  The  Board  of  Health, 
however,  was  of  opinion  that  t'nis  would  be  unfair  to  the 
graduates  of  other  schools,  and  did  not  grant  the  request. 
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Business  is  flourishing  at  ICimberley,  but  great  difficulty 
is  being  expeiienced  in  gttticg  up  sufficient  goods  from  the 
ccast. 

Aseptic  Milk-cans. — The  authorities  have  notified  all 
the  Port  Elizabeth  dairymen  that,  after  the  end  of  1901, 
all  their  milk-cans  must  be  in  perfect  order,  whilst  vendors 
of  milk  in  reputed  quart  bottles  will  be  prosecuted. 

Theft  from  Chemists.  —  James  Wharley  and  Ernest 
Charles  Slovens,  Europeans,  were  found  guilty  on  Decem- 
ber 6  at  the  City  Police  Court,  of  stealing  a  quantity  of 
medical  requisites  from  the  shop  of  Messrs.  Wentzel  & 
Schleswig,  chemists,  Shortmarket  Street,  Cape  Town,  and 
were  each  sentenced  to  three  days'  hard  labour. 

ri.AGUE  AT  THE  BAY.— There  were  two  cases  of  plague 
during  the  first  week  of  December  at  Table  Bay,  one  being 
an  European.  One  of  the  Plague  Medical  Officers  is  sufTering 
from  a  mild  attack  of  the  ciiscase.  Up  to  December  11  there 
have  been  ICO  cases,  forly-two  of  which  have  been  cured.  Ten 
remain  under  treatment,  and  forty-eight  have  died.  The 
inoculations  are  disappointine,  as  since  the  outbreak  only 
357  Europeans  and  2  899  coloured  and  native  persons  have 
submitted  tD  the  opera' ion.

•cmand  at  Cape  Town,  on  December  10,  with  practising  as  a 
doctor  of  medicine,  he  not  being  a  duly  qualified  practitioner. 
The  accused  was  oiiginally  before  the  Court  on  several  other 
charges,  but  owing  to  the  peculiar  circumstances  in  which 
he  attended  in  those  instances,  the  patient  being  in  extremis 
and  distant  some  miles  from  qualified  medical  help,  no 
prosecution  on  these  counts  took  place.  The  evidence  of  a 
man  named  Pratt,  who  employed  the  accused  to  attend 
on  Miss  Schitckat,  at  Yzerplaats,  was  to  the  effect  that 
Jordan  had  attended  this  person  who  is  now  deceased,  it 
being  known  that  he  was  not  a  registered  medical  prac- 
titioner. The  Magistrate  said  there  were  exceptional  ex- 
tenuating circumstances,  and  Jordan  was  fined  5/.  or  one 
month's  imprisonment.

Boers  and  Medical  Treatment. — A  correspondent 
(93/33)  writes  from  Capj  Colony  regarding  the  concentra- 
tion camps  in  the  foUov.'ing  terms  : — 

Possibly,  iu  connection  with  the  Parliamentary  report  which 
Bays  that  one  of  tlie  causes  of  the  high  mortality  in  the  concen- 
tration camps  is  the  "  administration  of  vile  conccctions  "  to  sick 
children  by  the  Boer  inmates,  the  S.M.O.  bore  has  prohibited  the 
storel;eepi!r  at  the  camp  from  selling  any  medicines— Dutch, 
patent,  or  otherwise.  Tilany  of  the  burghers,  objecting  strongly 
to  stock-mixtureg,  have  had  doctors  from  the  town  to  see  them. 


and  had  their  prescriptions  made  up  in  the  orthodox  manner. 
Now,  this  is  stopped.  The  S.M.O.  says  no  town  doctor  shall  see 
patients  in  the  camp.  I  think  this  will  cause  trouble,  for  if  there 
is  one  thing  which  the  Boer  loves  it  is  to  doctor  himself  or  family 
with  droppch,  piUen,  or  za\t\  and  he  will  not  relinquish  the 
privilege  without  a  struggle.  If  you  give  one  man  medicine  out 
of  the  same  bottle  as  another,  you  imply  that  each  has  the  sime 
disease,  and  the  Boer,  when  he  sees  a  doctor,  hnows  that  his 
symptoms  are  unique,  and  expects  a  bottle  of  medicine  to  be  pre- 
pared specially  for  him.  It  seems  unfair,  on  the  face  of  it,  for  an 
admittedly  overworked  staff  to  refuse  those  burghers  who  desire 
outside  medical  advice,  and  are  willing  to  pay  for  it,  to  have 
what  they  want.  I  do  not  kuow  whether  the  order  is  a  general  or 
a  local  one,  but  expect  more  will  be  heard  of  it.  All  the  regula- 
tions iu  the  world  will  not  keep  the  Boers  from  getting  their 
(Iroppcls  in  some  way  or  another ;  so  I  suppose,  instead  of  a  little 
wholeside,  we  shall  do  a  bit  more  retailing  in  that  line. 

German  Chemical-exports  Decrease. — The  following 
figures  relate  to  the  exports  of  drugs,  chemicals,  &c..  from 
Germany  to  South  Africa  during  1899  and  1900.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  refined  glycerin  and  potassium  cyanide  show

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony. 

Shortly  after  this  issue  of  the  C.  A  D.  reaches  South  Africa, 
(writes  a  corrcepondent)  the  annual  general  meeting  of  this 
Society  will  be  held,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  gathering  will 
be  attended  with  more  success  than  hitherto.  Though  financially 
strong,  there  is,  unfortunately,  no  denying  the  fact  that  the 
general  condition  and  immediate  prospects  of  the  Society  are  nof> 
very  satisfactory.  Many  members  complain  that  the  manage- 
ment is  far  from  what  it  should  be,  and  that  the  Society's  affairs 
are  not  conducted  in  the  most  businesslike  way.  The  Society 
accomplished  most  useful  work  shortly  after  its  inception  in 
connection  with  the  Amended  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Act  of 
1899.  This  work  has  not  generally  been  appreciated  at  its  full 
worth.  Later  on  in  the  police  courts  it  also  did  well  for  the 
defence  of  chemists  prosecuted  under  the  Food,  Drugs,  and  Seeds- 
Act.  It  is  a  noticeable  fact  that  those  who  had  the  help  of  the 
Society  in  that  matter  now  take  little  interest  in  the  institution 
to  which,  in  no  small  measure,  their  acquittal  was  due.  There  is 
wanted  at  the  head  of  the  Society's  affairs  a  good,  strong  man,  and 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  members  to  see  that  they  get  such  a  one,  for 
there  is  plenty  of  work  ahead  which  chemists  can  ill  alJord  to  let 
pass  without  voicing  their  opinions.  Take  the  coming  Customs- 
conference.  When  the  last  conference  was  held  chemists  had  no 
opportunity  of  giving  expression  to  their  wishes,  consequently 
different  potts  within  the  Union  levy  duties  on  quite  a  number  of 
linos  in  accordance  with  some  individual  view,  ranging  from 
"free"  to  20  per  cent.  This  was  shown  up  in  the  C.  <(■  D.  some 
time  ago.  Again,  there  is  the  existing  absurdity  of  one  South 
African  colony  not  accepting  the  certificates  of  the  other,  except 
in  the  case  of  Rhodesia,  where  the  Cape  papers  alone  are 
acceptable.  Tlie  reason  for  this  state  of  atJairs,  so  far  as  the  more 
progressive  colonies  are  concerned,  is  well  known  and  without 
doubt  justified  as  things  stand,  but  in  harmony  with  trade  and: 
other  relationships  between  the  various  governments  and  people, 
pharmacy,  too,  must  fall  into  line.  The  "  Bloemfontein  trick  "  is 
not  likely  to  be  available  as  a  royal  road  to  a  chemist's  licence  in 
the  future,  while  a  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Act  similar  to  that  in, 
operation  at  the  Cape,  will  be  among  the  first  new  laws  in  the 
northern  colonies  to  receive  attention  at  the  hands  of  the  High 
Commissioner.  It  would  be  a  pity  if  Cape  Colony,  as  the  most 
up-to-date  pharmaoeutically,  allowed  the  federation  of  South 
African  pharmacy  to  take  place  on  the  initiative  of  its  more  alert 
neighbours.  It  will  be  interesting  to  watch  the  deliberations  and 
efforts  of  the  four  other  associations  and  societies  in  South  Africa  > 
those  of  the  Transvaal,  perhaps,  most  of  all.

Monument  to  a  Chemist. — A  monument  has  been 
erected  in  Kobe,  Japan,  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Mr.  A.  C. 
Sim,  chemist  and  druggist,  whose  death  was  reported  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  January  5, 1901.  A  Japanese 
inscription  is  on  the  face.  On  the  other  three  sides  the 
following  inscription  appears  in  English  : — 

In  remembrance  of  public  work  performed  by  Alexander 
Cameron  Sim,  a  native  of  Aberdour,  Scotland.  Born  August  28, 
1840;  died  November  28,  1900.  Erected  by  friends  in  Kobe, 
Yokohama,  and  Nagasaki,  both  foreiga  and  Japanese.  During  a 
residence  of  thirty  years  in  Kobe  Alexander  Cameron  Sim  was 
foremost  in  assisting  all  schemes  for  public  benefit  and 
advantage. 

The  Victorian  Formulary. — The  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  New  South  Wales  have  had  an  interview 
with  Mr.  Rankin,  as  representing  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Australasia,  and,  as  a  coaseqaence,  passed  a  motion  that 
they  will  join  with  the  Victorian  Council  in  the  preparation 
and  circulation  of  the  formu]a3,  and  bear  a  share  of  the 
expense.  The  formulary  recently  printed  must  be  looked 
upon  as  merely  a  draft,  according  to  Mr.  Rankin. 

Extending. — Owing  to  business-pressure,  Messrs.  Evans 
&  Sons  (Limited)  have  been  obliged  to  bring  about  an 
expansion  of  their  premises  in  St.  Jean  Baptiste  Street, 
Montreal.  The  premises  are  to  have  a  fine  front  (85  feet 
long)  in  St.  Gabriel  Street,  and  the  buildings  will  be  four 
storeys  in  height.  The  offices  and  counting-house  will  be 
removed  to  the  St.  Gabriel  Street  front  when  alterations  are 
completed,  and  the  two  upper  storeys  are  to  be  warehouses. 
While  pulling  down  the  old  building  in  St.  Gabriel  Street, 
the  workmen  came  unexpectedly  on  two  curious  old  cellars, 
built  of  masonry  several  feet  thick  and  covered  by  a  roof  of 
solid  stonework.  The  masonry  looks  like  the  work  of 
military  masons,  but  for  what  purpose  these  ancient  vaults 
were  constructed  neither  Messrs.  Evans  nor  "  the  oldest 
inhabitant  "  of  Montreal  can  tell. 

Creolin  in  Germany  — A  Brunswick  firm  recently 
appealed  to  the  Imperial  Patent  Office  for  the  revocation  of 
the  Mailand  mark  No.  6,149  (for  the  use  of  the  word 
"  Kreolin  "),  and  a  Hamburg  firm  appealed  to  the  Hamburg 
County  Court  with  the  same  object  The  Patent  Office 
declared  the  mark  invalid,  because  it  is  not  true  to  actual 
fact  and  might  mislead.  The  mark  bears  the  words 
"  Guglielmo  Pearson,  Milano."  In  reality  it  is  said  that  such 
a  firm  has  never  existed,  and  the  firm  in  Milan  is  entirely 
an  invention  of  Pearson's.  In  1894  and  in  1895  the  Imperial 
Patent  Office  decided  that  "  Kreolin  "  was  a  free  mark.  The 
kreolin  made  by  Pearson  was  brought  into  trade  first  as 
"  Jeyes' Creolin,"  and  then  as  "Kreolin  Pearson."  German 
manufacturers  who  made  and  sold  kreolin  often  added  their 
name  to  the  preparation  ia  the  usual  way  (c  (/.,  Kreolin 
Artmann,  Kreolin  Anker).  Accoiding  to  the  legal  position 
before  that  time  (1887-1894),  the  term  kreolin  "  could  only 
be  used  to  denote  a  special  make  of  goods  if  the  name  of 
the  maker  were  used  in  conjanction  with  it.  Pearson  tried 
by  means  of  the  Mailand  mark  to  protect  the  name  under 
the  earlier  law  ;  his  claim  was.  however,  refused,  and  the 
word  "  kreolin  "  was  declared  free.  Pearson  had,  moreover, 
declared  in  his  circulars  that  he  marked  his  kreolin  "Kreolin 
Pearson "  in  order  "  to  distinguish  it  from  the  kreolin  of 
others,"  so  that  he  had  thus  contradicted  his  claim  to  the 
exclusive  right  of  the  word  "kreolin," 

Prohibition  in  Manitoba  — The  Liquor  Act,  which,  it 
is  said,  the  Government  of  Manitoba  intend  shortly  to  enforce, 
entirely  prohibits  retail  traffic  in  alcoholic  liquors.  Only 
persons  possessing  a  wholesale  or  retail  druggist's  licence 
are  allowed  to  keep  liquor  for  sale.  Alcohol  up  to  10  gals, 
may  be  obtained  for  mechanical  or  scientific  purposes.  A 
physician  may  prescribe  liquor  for  a  patient,  but  must  give 
a  written  order  therefor  to  a  druggist.  For  prescribing- 
purposes  a  physician  may  keep  2  quarts  of  liquor  in  his 
house  ;  dentists  are  allowed  1  pint,  and  veterinary  surgeons 
1  gal.  A  record  of  every  sale  made  by  a  retail  druggist 
must  be  kept,  full  particulars  being  required.  This  liquor 
prescription-book  must  be  kept  for  a  year  ;  it  must  be  open 
to  public  inspection,  and  a  half-yearly  return  must  be  made 
by  the  druggist  to  the  chief  inspector.  A  wholesale  druggist 


can  only  sell  10  gals,  of  liquor  at  a  time  for  mechanical 
or  scientific  purposes,  and  only  5  gals,  to  a  doctor  or  retail 
druggist  Each  applicant  for  a  drug-licence  must  be  recom- 
mended by  the  chief  inspector,  and  if  in  a  city  must  own 
.§(1,000  worth  of  stock ;  in  the  country  ^200  will  suffice.  For 
violations  of  the  Act  the  druggist  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  from 
^200  to  ^1,000,  or  imprisonment  for  not  less  tlian  three  nor 
more  than  six  months. 


Hmeiican  llotca. 


Cedar- poisoning. — A  young  lady  at  New  Westminster 
died  last  month  after  taking  an  ounce  of  oil  of  cedar.  It  is 
uncertain  whether  the  oil  was  taken  with  suicidal  intentions 
or  in  mistake  for  a  preparation  of  Jamaica  ginger. 

The  Gum  Chicle  Combine. — The  shareholders  of  the 
American  Chicle  Company  met  last  month,  and  on 
advice  of  the  directors  decided  against  the  proposition  to 
increase  the  capital  stock  to  ^3,000,000  as  proposed.  The 
company  has  declared  the  regular  quarterly  dividend  of 
1^  per  cent,  on  its  preferred  stock,  and  a  dividend  of  2  per 
cent,  on  its  common  stock. 

Phenacetin  Arrests  in  Detroit. — Five  persons  have 
been  arrested  in  Detroit  on  a  charge  of  counterfeiting  the 
labels  of  the  Bayer  Company,  and  of  selling  phenacetin  and 
other  preparations  in  the  United  States,  the  patents  for  which 
are  held  by  this  concern.  It  is  stated  that  these  arrests  are 
simply  preliminary,  and  that  a  number  of  suits  will  begin  all 
over  the  United  States  against  persons  who  have  been 
handling  phenacetin  and  other  patented  preparations  in  con- 
travention of  the  rights  of  the  Bayer  Company. 

A  Co  operative  Movement. — "  The  Drug  Merchants  of 
America,  Incorporattd "  is  the  title  of  a  new  organisation 
which  is  to  conduct  general,  financial,  mercantile,  and  com- 
mercial business  affecting  the  wholesale  and  retail  trade,  to 
maintain  a  depot  for  theexchange  of  unsaleable  goods,  and  to 
purchase  crude  and  manufactured  drugs  for  thebeceiitof  the 
shareholders.  The  capital  of  the  company  is  ,^'10,000,  divided 
into  2,000  shares  of  ^5  each.  The  company  is  registered 
under  the  laws  of  West  Virginia  so  that  the  annual  meeting 
need  not  be  held  in  W.  Virginia.  The  office  is  108  Faltoa 
Street,  New  York. 

Not  of  the  Nature  and  Quality  Demanded. — Refer- 
ence was  made  in  our  issue  of  December  7,  1901  (page  909) 
to  the  rejection  by  the  United  States  Government  of  quinine 
supplied  on  contract  by  a  San  Francisco  firm.  The  investiga- 
tions of  an  0.  P.  ,f  JD.  Reporter  correspondent  show  that 
among  the  orders  placed  by  the  War  Department  for  the 
equipment  of  the  hospital  service  in  the  Philippines  was  one 
for  about  12,500  bottles  of  quinine  tablets  (500  to  the  bottle) 
which  was  given  to  Clinton  E.  Worden  &  Co.,  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, on  an  open-market  requisition  wiihout  competition. 
The  tablets  were  issued  in  due  course  to  the  various  hospital?, 
but  the  surgeons  being  dissatisfied  with  the  results  of  their 
use,  the  tablets  were  tested  and  found  to  be  deficient  in 
quinine  to  the  extent  of  36  per  cent.  The  entire  shipment 
was  returned  to  San  Francisco,  and  the  contractors  were 
notified  that  they  would  be  required  to  again  fill  the  order 
at  the  same  price  with  goods  coming  fully  up  to  the  official 
standard.  A  member  of  the  contracting  firm  conferred  with 
the  War  Department  and  protested  that  he  had  no  knowledge 
of  the  fraudulent  character  of  the  goods  supplied.  He  was 
advised  that  the  Department  would  accept  the  refilling  of 
the  contract  subject  to  rigid  inspection,  and  the  goods  have 
since  been  manufactured,  delivered,  carefully  tested,  and 
accepted. 

The  Sale  op  Liquor  by  Druggists.— The  Commis- 
sioner of  Internal  Revenue  al;  Washington  has  issued  a. 
circular  letter  to  the  collectors  which  is  intended  to  prevent 
the  sale  by  druggists  of  spirituous  and  malt  drinks  on 
physicians'  and  fictitious  prescriptions.  The  letter  states 
that  a  druggist  is  permitted  to  keep  spirits  and  wines, 
and  use  them  in  combination  with  drugs  in  the  preparation 
of  medicines  that  are  not  beverages,  and  to  sell  such  medi- 
cines without  paying  special  tax  as  a  liquor-dealer.  Bat  he 
cannot  sell  spirits  or  wines  that  are  not  so  combined  with 
drugs,  even  on  a  physician's  prescription  and  for  medicinal 
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use  only.  Toilet-articles  such  as  eau  de  Cologne,  bay-rum, 
ether  with  alcohol  (for  use  in  photography),  benzine,  &c. 
(for  cleaning-purposes),  castor  oil,  and  alcohol  (for  toilet- 
use),  Florida  v.ate'',  violet-water,  &c ,  toilet-articles  made 
from  alcohol,  camphor  and  alcohol,  alcohol  and  ammonia 
and  whiting  (a  cleaning-preparation),  alcohol  and  shellac 
(for  painters,  kz.},  are  exempted.  Malt-eztracts  manu- 
factured for  cse  as  remedies  for  disease,  and  not  as 
beverages,  as  shown  by  labels  on  the  bottles,  are  medicinal 
compounds,  and  druggists  2nd  merchants  who  sell  them  in 
good  faith  for  medicinal  use  only  are  not  to  be  called  on  to 
pay  special  tax.  As  to  the  compounds  called  "bitters," 
"  tonics,"  and  the  like,  (he  rule  is  that  if  they  are  composed 
of  spirits  in  combination  with  drugs,  herbs,  roots,  &c.,  and 
ate  held  cut  as  remedies  for  diseases  stated  in  the  labels  on 
the  bottle.^,  they  are  (o  be  regarded  as  medicines  until  the 
facts  ascertained  as  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  are 
usually  sold  or  used  .show  them  to  be  beverages;  and 
druggists  and  merchants  who  sell  these  compounds  in  good 
faith  as  medicines  only  are  not  called  ou  to  pay  special  tax 
as  liquor-dealers.  The  fact  that  a  compound  may  be  used 
aa  a  medicine,  and  may  be  so  intended  by  the  person  making 
it,  does  not  relieve  the  seller  from  the  liability  of  a  retail 
liquor-dealer  or  retail  malt  liquor  dealer  it  the  compound  is 
intoxicating  and  is  not  sold  as  a  medicine.  The  true  test  in 
all  such  cases  is,  Was  the  compound  sold  in  good  faith  for 
medicinal  purposes  only,  or  was  it  sold  as  a  beverage  or 
knowingly  sold  to  persocs  who  bought  it  for  use  as  a 
beverage  ?

Emulsions,  I. 

LATIN.  J'Juiul^io,  onis,  f.  noun,  3rd  declension;  from 
emulgco,  to  milk  out.  IJniulsnm,  i,  n.  noun,  U  S.A.. 
An  emulsion,  as  its  derivation  shows,  is  a  liquid  externally 
resembling  milk  ;  the  milkiness,  which  is  an  essential  char- 
acteristic, is  due  to  the  suspension  of  oily  or  resinous  bodies 
in  water.  This  is  effected  by  thoroughly  dividing  them 
into  minute  globules,  each  globule  being  at  the  same  time 
coated  with  an  adhesive  envelope.  The  globules  so  protected 
are  suspended  in  the  water,  and  lose  to  a  great  extent  their 
tendency  to  re-combine. 

Oil  cannot  be  thus  divided  by  means  of  water  only  and  so 
suspended,  consequently  a  third  body  has  to  be  introduced, 
called  the  emulsifier,  of  which  mucilage  of  gum  arable  and 
yolk  of  egg  are  types. 

No  branch  of  dispensing  requires  more  delicate  handling 
or  quicker  judgment  than  that  of  making  an  emulsion.  The 
mortar  is  used  for  the  emulsiflcation  of  fixed  oils  or  viscid 
substances ;  a  bottle  is  used  for  essential  oils,  alkaline 
emulsions,  and  less  viscid  liquids  generally. 

Success  depends  on  the  careful  management  of  the  initial 
stage  ;  never  add  a  fresh  drop  of  oil  until  the  globules  of  the 
first  addition  have  disappeared  so  as  not  to  be  visible  to  the 
naked  eye.  The  general  method  will  be  understood  by 
describing  one  of  the  simplest  forms

Put  the  whole  of  the  emulsifier — that  is,  the  mucilage— at 
once  in  the  mortar;  gradually  add  the  oil,  stirring  gently 
from  light  to  left,  thus: — ■ 
Add  tlie  water  in  small 
quantities  at  a  time  until 
a  thick,  creamy  emulsion 
has  been  formed. 

The  remaining  water 
may  be  added  rapidly 
■without  risk,  reserving 
enough  to  wash  out  the 
syrup  from  the  measure. 
Syrup  is  added  last. 

An  emulsion  like  tlie 
one  just  now  in  question 
can  scarcely  go  wrong, 
as  the  proportion  of  the 

emulsifier  is  double  that  of  the  oil ;  but  the  difficulty  begins 
v?hen  the  reverse  happens  and  the  emulsifier  is  barely 
sufficient,  and  no  more,  to  divide  the  oil.  In  such  cases  the 
mucilage  must  be  entirely  free  from  acidity,  very  small 
quantities  ot  oil  should  be  added  at  a  time,  and  the  hand 
must  have  been  previously  trained  to  the  exercise  of  the 
lightest  possible  touch.  Until  this  has  been  attained,  the 
more  difficult  forms  of  emulsion  need  not  be  attempted. 

This  light  touch  is  essential,  as  heat  causes  immediate 
separation,  and  this  is  generated  by  the  too  energetic  action 
of  the  pestle. 

Let  the  dispenser  also  be  persuaded  to  leave  v/ell  alone  as 
soon  as  his  emulsion  is  finished ;  many  a  good  emulsion  is 
ruined  by  over-rubbing. 

As  a  commencement,  try  the  following  emulsion-formulss : —

Put  the  acacia  in  a  dry  mortar,  make  it  into  a  fairly  thick 
cream  with  water,  add  oil  by  degrees,  and,  when  completely 
emulsified,  add  water,  about  1  dr.  at  a  time,  up  to  1  £1.  oz.

Almond  oil  is  more  easily  emulsified  than  olive  oil.  Vary 


the  process  by  rubbing  the  oil  with  the  gum,  and  gradually 
add  the  water.

The  French  have  a  formula  which  they  use  as  a  basis  for 
emulsions  generally;  the  pDwdered  acacia  is  invariably

The  Belgian  method  differs  slightly  :  —

In  a  dry  mortar  put  the  oil  and  powdered  gum,  and  stir 
till  thoroughly  mixed  ;  add  the  2  parts  of  water  all  at 
once,  and  briskly  stir. 

The  further  addition  of  water  to  this  emulsion-basis  will 
cause  no  separation. 

There  is  still  another  method  much  in  favour  among 
advanced  dispensers,  but  its  practice  may  ba  postponed  to  a 
later  period,  and  left  to  more  experienced  bands.

Put  the  gum  in  a  dry  mortar  and  on  it  pour  the  oil,  by 
preference  on  the  centre ;  round  that  pour  the  water,  and  by 
rapid  stirring  mix  all  together.  A  fair  test  of  successful 
manipulation  is  when  a  slight  tacking  sound  is  heard  and 
clear  spaces  are  left  on  the  sides  of  the  mortar. 

When  an  emulsion  begins  to  go  wrong  and  shows  signs  of 
separation  (except  in  the  case  of  oil  of  turpentine)  throw 
the  vexatious  thing  away.

Mr.  J.  E.  Lockjer,  wholesale  photographic  chemist,  87 
Evelyn  Street,  Deptford,  S.E.,  is  in  the  habit  of  sending  out 
a  useful  blotting  book.  The  one  for  1902  contains  twenty 
photogravure  plates  of  cathedrals  in  Great  Britain  besides 
postal  information,  calendars  and  particulars  of  Mr.  Lockyer's 
photographic  specialities. 

Messrs.  W.  E.  Soiith  &  Cj,,  pharmaceutical  chemists, 
Madras,  are  presenting  to  their  customers  this  year  pocket 
memo,  tablets  with  the  year's  calendar  on  a  celluloid  cover 
at  the  back,  the  front  bearing  an  engraving  of  their  imposing 
establishment,  Kardjl  Baildings.  They  also  give  a  measure 
calendar  made  of  celluloid  which  can  be  used  as  a  paper 
cutter  or  book  mark.

Mr.  William  Agar, 

■who  has  been  living  in  retirement  at  Newark  for  the  last  few 
years,  can  truly  claim  a  niche  in  the  C.  4'  !>■  Veterans' 
column.  Mr.  Agar  was  born  at  Evesham  on  September  3, 
1810,  £0  that  he  is  now  in  his  92nd  year.  His  father  was 
a  supei  visor  of  Excise,  and  on  that  account  moved  from  town 
to  town.  Mr.  Agar  was  at  school  at  Worksop,  but  at  the 
time  of  the  Battle  of  Waterloo  was  living  in  Hull.  He 
recollects  the  illuminations  to  celebrate  that  famous  victory, 
which  took  the  form  of  candles  before  each  window-pane. 
Mr.  Atrar  has  still  a  vivid  recollection  of  a  pressgang  at  Hull, 
and  when  staying  at  Stockton  saw  the  arrival  of  George 
Stephenson's  historic  "  Rocket "  on  its  first  run  from 
Darlington.  From  1825  to  1831  Mr.  Agar  was  apprenticed 
to  Mr.  Caparn,  of  Newark,  who  was  a  predecessor  of  Mr.

Cherrington,  Market  Place.  The  shop  was  opened  at  6  in  the 
mornirg  and  clofed  at  10  p.m.,  and  young  Agar's  time  was 
fully  occupied  compounding  galenicals  and  official  prepara- 
tions, which  in  tho.=e  days  were  all  home-made.  After 
closing  time  the  young  apprentices  had  to  devote  the  time 
before  bed  to  mastering  the  contents  of  Thomson's  "  Coa- 
spectus  of  the  Pharmacopccias."  Naturally  Mr.  Agar  has 
some  interesting  recollections  of  the  elections,  andean  recall 
several  of  these  functions  even  before  Mr.  Gladstone  entered 
political  life  as  member  for  Newark.  Mr.  Agai's  memory 's 
still  so  good  that  he  can  repeat  some  of  the  electioneering 
rhymes  of  those  distant  eleulions.  After  his  apprenticeship 
Mr.  Agat's  father  went  to  live  in  London,  and  the  coach-ride 
of  twelve  hours  from  the  George,  Stamford,  to  Holborn  is 
still  remembered  by  the  son.  The  young  man  then  went 
round  to  the  rttail  and  wholesale  houses  to  look  for  a 
situation,  and  after  some  R-eeks  obtained  one.  Whilst  in 
London  Mr.  Agar  renipmbers  going  to  an  anatomy-lecture  in 
Soho,  and  visiting  the  lecture-theatre  of  St.  Bari;holomew's 
Hospital,  and  the  unplea-ant  sensations  he  felt  on  seeing  a 
dead  body  skinned.  After  two  years  in  London  Mr.  Agar 
opened  a  business  at  Retford,  where  he  remained  for  twenty- 
three  years,  moving  from  there  to  Mansfield  for  another 
thirty  years'  spell  of  chemist's  life.  While  at  Retford  some 
foxhounds  were  poisoned,  and  Mr.  Agar  detected  arsenic  in 
the_  stomachs.  This  made  him  many  friends  among  the 
squires  of  that  fox-hunting  district,  and  caused  his  business 
to  progress  by  leaps  and  bounds. 

Mr.  Agar  has  been  three  times  married,  and  three  of  his 
sons  are  chemists  and  druggists.  Mr.  John  George  Agar 
carries  on  the  Westgate  Pharmacy,  Manslield,  from  which  his 
father  retired  to  Newark  two  or  three  years  ago.

Kodak  Discounts. — Kodak  (Limited),  43  Clerkenwell 
Road,  E.C.,  announce  in  their  January  trade  circular  that 
they  have  v/ithdrawn  the  restrictive  condition  of  sale  which 
was  introduced  early  in  1901,  and  met  with  such  opposition. 
A  new  system  of  discounts  has  been  drawn  up  in  which  part 
of  the  rebate  on  Kodaks,  roll-holders  and  films  is  conditional.

Englishwoman's  Suicide  — A  young  lady  poisoned  her- 
self at  the  Lorrain  Tavern,  60  rue  des  Ecoles,  Paris,  last 
week,  in  rather  a  dramatic  fashion.  Her  lover  was  with  her 
at  the  time. 

The  Late  Professor  Bleicher. — An  account  of  the 
obsequies  of  Professor  Bleicher,  v;ho  was  assassinated  in  his 
office  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Nancy,  on  June  8, 1901,  has 
been  published  in  book-form.  An  excellent  portrait  of  the 
professor  is  given  as  a  frontispiece. 

Prophylaxy  op  Syphilis. — The  French  Minister  of  the 
Interior  has  appointed  a  commission  to  study  the  prophylaxy 
of  syphilis,  and  especially  to  institute  inquiries  regarding 
the  frequency  of  this  and  similar  maladies,  in  the  institutions 
existing  in  France  for  their  treatment,  and  the  best  means, 
legislative  and  administrative,  for  preventing  their  propaga- 
tion. The  President  of  the  Commission  is  Professor  Fonrnier, 
member  of  the  Paris  Academy  of  Medicine. 

New  Gelatin-factory. — A  new  gelatin-factory  has  just 
commenced  manufacturing  near  the  port  of  La  Pallice.  The 
p>roduction  will  consist  of  fine  glues  and  gelatine,  including 
bleached  white  gelatine.  The  bones  used  are  imported  from 
India,  as  it  is  claimed  that  they  produce  better  qualities  of 
certain  kinds  of  gelatine.  The  capacity  of  the  works  is 
1,200  tons  per  year,  and  they  are  fitted  throughout  with 
electricity. 

The  Paris  Central-store  op  Hospitals. — The  Paris 
Municipal  Council  discussed  the  question  of  its  Central 
Hospital-store  on  December  19,  and  came  to  the  conclusion 


that  it  requires  reorganising.  This  stord  serves  as  a  ceutral 
depot  for  distributing  medicines  and  surgical  icstruraents  to 
the  hospitals,  including  drugs.  The  promoters  of  thp  reform 
speak  of  securing  an  economy  of  200,000f.  (8.000^.)  per 
annum. 

Anti-tuberculosis  Dispensary  at  Lille. — This  dis- 
pensary, which  has  been  organised  by  Dr.  Calmette, 
director  of  the  Pasteur  Institute  at  Lille,  was  inaugurated 
la«t  Sunday  by  Dr.  Brouardel,  of  the  Paris  Academy  of 
Medicine,  who  complimented  Dr.  Calmette  on  his  indefa- 
tigable devotion,  and  said  that  such  dispensaries  have 
every  chance  of  successfully  combating  tuberculosis.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  doctors  and  pharmacists  of  Lille 
are  up  in  arms  against  the  Pasteur  Institute.  They  protest) 
that  it  has  become  a  source  of  very  serious  competition  to 
them,  as,  in  addition  to  the  anti-tuberculosis  dispensary,  a 
service  of  biological  analysis  has  been  organised  and  a 
table-water  is  made  there  under  the  control  of  the  chemists- 
of  the  Institute.  The  doctors  and  pharmacists  consider  that 
the  public  will  be  attracted  by  an  establishment  carried  on 
under  the  prestige  of  the  came  of  Pasteur,  and  they  are 
resolved  to  do  all  they  can  to  prevent  the  encroachments  of 
the  Institute. 

The  Question  op  Inspection  of  pharmacies  is  to  the 
fore  just  now,  as  M.  Julien  Goujon,  Deputy  of  the  Seine- 
Inforieure,  has  introduced  a  Bill  into  the  French  P^rliamentj 
for  the  purpose  of  relieving  pharmacists,  druggists,  and 
grocers  from  the  payment  of  the  tax  for  inspection.  It  wa& 
originally  paid  to  the  inspectora  in  person,  and  served  to 
remunerate  them ;  but  now  the  State  pays  the  inspectors- 
independently,  and  a  sum  of  250,000f.  (10,000/.)  figures  in 
the  Budget  for  this  purpose,  whereas  the  tax  produces 
370.000f.  (or  nearly  15,000/  ).  M.  Goujon's  contention  is  that 
if  the  inspection  is  necessary  the  expense  ought  to  be  borne 
by  the  State,  and  in  any  case  it  is  an  abuse  for  the  Govern- 
ment to  make  a  profit  in  such  a  connectio'i,  the  excuse  for 
the  control  of  pharmacies  being  that  it  is  in  the  interest  of 
the  public  health.  It  is  unlikely,  however,  that  the  proposal 
will  be  considered  except  as  a  part  of  the  new  Pharmacy 
Bill  now  before  Parliament,  but  the  Deputy  may  perhaps 
succeed  in  getting  the  surplus  funds  applied  as  travelling- 
expenses  so  that  inspectors  can  exercise  their  control  out  of 
their  own  locality. 

Pharjiacy  Inspection. — One  of  the  pharmacy  regulations 
in  France  which  is  often  of  a  vexatious  nature  is  that  of  the 
annual  inspection  of  pharmacies  by  committees  officially 
named  for  the  purpose,  and  usually  composed  of  local  doctors 
and  pharmacists.  The  result  is  that  private  feelings  of 
antagonism  sometime  play  too  prominent  a  part  at  the- 
inspections,  and  the  drama  at  Nancy  last  June,  which 
resulted  in  the  murder  of  M.  Bleicher,  director  of  the  School! 
of  Pharmacy,  and  the  suicide  of  the  assassin,  who  was  a 
prominent  cutting  pharmacist  of  the  town,  show  to  what 
extent  feeling  may  be  carried.  Amongst  complaints  id 
connection  with  inspections  may  be  mentioned  the  case  of  a 
doctor  at  Saint- L6,  who  profited  by  his  position  as  inspector 
of  pharmacies  to  commence  a  sort;  of  petty  persecution 
against  local  pharmacists.  The  latter  in  due  course  held  a 
meeting  and  petitioned  the  Prefect  to  deliver  them  froni 
their  enemy,  suggesting  that  the  ofEenditg  inspector  be- 
asked  to  join  a  committee  in  an  adjoining  district.  They 
further  passed  a  vote  that  members  of  inspentin;;  committees; 
should  not  be  appointed  for  a  district  in  which  they  reside, 
this  to  apply  to  doctors  as  well  as  pharmacists.  The  Prefect 
acknowledged  that  the  petition  was  well  founded,  but  the 
matter  was  shelved  as  he  had  no  funds  to  pay  for  travellirg- 
expenses  In  another  district  a  very  militant  pharmacist 
complained  by  a  letter  in  a  newspaper  that  he  was  submit  tec5 
to  the  indignity  of  havicg  his  pharmacy  visited  by  an 
inspector  who  was  no  other  than  the  "  most  contemptible  of 
the  cutting  fraternity."  This  resulted  in  a  feud,  and  the 
climax  was  reached  by  a  regrettable  pugilistic  encounter 
between  the  parties  in  the  street.

Mr.  Case  represented 
his  father's  firm  for  many  years  as  traveller  in  Wales,  but  for 
the  last  fourteen  years  he  was  Messrs.  Boehringer  &  Son's 
agent  in  the  United  States.

Walter  James  Cocks,  chemist  and  druggist.    Aged  42 

Cro.sfield.— The  death  occurred  on  December  26,  1901, 
of  Mr.  John  Crosfield,  J.P.,  of  WalLon  Lea,  Warrington, 
chairman  of  the  directors  of  Messrs.  Joseph  Crosfield  & 
Sons  (Limited),  soap  and  glycerin  manufacturers,  Bank 
Quay,  Warrington.  Mr.  Crosfield  was  the  youngest  son  of 
the  late  Mr.  Joseph  Crosfield,  the  founder  of  the  firm,  and 
for  fifty  years  had  taken  an  active  part  in  the  public  life  of 
Warrington.  Of  Quaker  ancestry,  he  was  an  active  supporter 
of  John  Bright  and  Cobdcn  in  tho  great  days  of  the  Reform 
movement.  He  was  prominently  connected  with  the 
V/arridgton  Liberal  Association.  Mr.  Crosfield  was  a  very 
successful  business  man.  Not  only  was  ha  at  the  head  of 
the  firm  of  Messrs.  J.  Crosfield  k  Sons,  but  at  one  time  he 
also  occupied  the  position  of  chairman  of  Messrs.  Brunner, 
Mond&Co  (Limited), of  Northwich.  He  was  elected  Mayor  of 
Warrington  in  the  year  1882,  and  in  1891  the  freedom  of  the 
borough  was  conferred  upon  him.  He  had  been  a  justice  of 
the  peace  for  the  borough  since  1874,  and  a  county  magis- 
trate since  188  ^1.  Iq  educational  matters  he  took  a  great 
interest,  and  he  helped  largely  in  the  building  of  the 
Warrington  School  of  Art  and  other  educational  institutions. 

Davenport.— On  December  29,  1901,  at  13  Eaton  Gar- 
dens, Hove,  Mr  ,Tohn  Thistlewood  Davenport,  pharmaceutical 
chemist.  Aged  84.  By  the  death  of  Mr.  Davenport  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  loses  a  Past  President 
who  occupied  the  chair  before  Mr.  Jacob  Bell  was  elected  to 
it.   This  fact  brings  into  strong  relief  the  exceptionally  long 

connection  Jlr. 
•'      ~     ■    ■ .  Davenport  had 

with  British  Phar- 
macy, for  although 
of  recent  years  he 
bad  been  living  in 
Brighton  he  had 
e.  never   ceased  to 

^-  take  an  active  in- 

tere.'-t  in  his  busi- 
iiess.  He  was  born 
at  Staines,  and 
when  the  Pharma- 
Cfutical  Society 
was  founded  he 
bad  already  had 
seven  years'  ex- 
perience of  phar- 
macy, having  been 
'  apprenticed  in 

1833  to  Mr.  Richard  Ward,  chemist  and  druggist,  33  Great 
Russell  Street,  W.C.,  whose  business  he  purchased  in  1839. 
During  his  apprenticeship  Mr.  Davenport  attended  the 
courses  of  lectures  on  chemistry  at  University  College, 
•Gower  Street,  given  by  Professor  Thomas  Graham  and  Pro- 
fessor Turner,  whose  "Elements  of  Chemistry"  was  in  the 
thirties  and  forties  of  last  century  one  of  tho  most  popular 
te::t-books.  Mr.  Davenport  was  a  skilled  pharmacist,  and 
he  gave  early  proof  of  his  University  College  training  by 


entering  the  field  as  a  manufacturer  of  pharmaceutical 
chemicals.  He  was  one  of  the  first  to  make  skilled  pre- 
parations, and  his  products  were  awarded  medals  at  the 
London  Exhibition  of  1851  and  at  the  Paris  Exhibition  in 
1855.  He  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  1842,  and  in  1849  was  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Council,  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  in  1850. 
He  remained  an  examiner  for  twenty-five  years,  retiring  in 
1874.  He  was  a  quiet  and  eflScient  member  of  the  Board, 
and  latterly  confined  himself  to  prescription-reading.  At  an 
evening  meeting  of  the  Society  in  1852  he  read  a  paper  on 
pil.  ferri  carb.,  in  which  he  suggested  that  the  old  formula 
(myrrh,  ferrous  sulphate,  and  sodium  carbonate)  should  be 
modified  so  as  to  use  saccharated  carbonate  of  iron,  a 
suggestion  which  was  the  origin  of  that  pill.  Mr.  Daven- 
port succeeded  Mr.  Henry  Deane  as  A'lce-President  of  the 
Society  in  1853,  occupying  tho  vice-chair  for  two  years, 
when  he  was  elected  to  the  presidential  chair.  This  he 
vacated  in  1856  in  favour  of  Mr.  Jacob  B^ll.  whose  presi- 
dency was  terminated  by  death  on  June  12,  1859.  It  was, 
however,  as  the  manufacturer  of  chlorodyne  that  Mr. 
Davenport  was  known  the  whole  world  over.  Daring  his 
presidency  the  late  Dr.  John  Collis  Browne,  M.R.C.S.,  of  the 
N.P.  Army  Medical  Staff,  approached  him  in  regard  to 
putting  chlorodyne  on  the  market.  Dr.  Browne  had  had 
exceptional  expf  rience  in  the  treatment  of  cholera  in  India, 
and  as  a  result  he  devised  chlorodyne  in  1845.  Dr.  Browne 
came  home  and  did  good  work  in  the  cholera  eoidemic  of 
1853,  u?ing  chlorodyne.  Before  he  approached  Mr.  Daven- 
port he  had  tried  to  sell  his  formula,  and  even  made  the 
offer  to  Mr.  Davenport,  who  preferred  in  undertaking  the 
manufacture  of  the  article  to  share  the  profits  only.  But 
first  he  wished  to  assure  himself  of  its  efficacy.  This  was 
done  by  trial  in  several  ho.'pitals,  and  the  preparation  was 
placed  cn  the  market  in  1855  as  "Dr.  J.  Coilis  Browne's 
chlorodyne,"  in  bottles  at  3.s'.  per  oz  ,  5.s-.  per  2  cz.,  and  at 
Is.  6.7.  per  oz.  for  10  oz.  or  more.  It  soon  came  iato  general 
use,  and  within  three  years  imitations  of  it  openly  appeared. 
Dr.  Ogden  communicated  a  formula  to  The  Chejiist  and 
Druggist  of  January,  1860,  and  in  our  February  number  of 
the  same  year  an  article  on  '  Chlorodyne:  its  History, 
Preparation,  Properties,  Therapeutic  Effects,  Doses,  &c.," 
appeared,  the  preparation  being  treated  in  a  similar  manner 
to  pepsin,  glycerin,  and  other  remedies  which  were  at  that 
time  novel.  Dr.  Browne  and  Mr.  Davenport  in  1864  insti- 
tuted proceedings  against  another  maker  who  claimed  that 
his  was  "  the  original  chlorodyne,"  the  present  Lord  Chan- 
cellor being  the  leading  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Sir 
Hugh  Cairns  (afterwards  Lord  Chancellor)  was  for  the 
defendant.  The  application  was  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  use  of  the  title  quoted,  but  th3  Court,  while 
believing  that  Dr.  Browne  was  "  the  true  and  original 
inventor  of  the  compound,"  could  not  grant  the  injunction 
because  Dr.  Browne  bad  registered  his  title  as  "  Dr.  J.  Collis 
Browne's  Chlorodyne."  In  spite  of  this  decision  Dr.  Collis 
Browne's  article  progressed  in  popularity.  At  first  it  was 
sold,  in  part  at  least,  without  the  medicine  (-tamp,  but  after 
December,  1865,  Mr.  Davenport  was  informed  by  the  Board 
of  Inland  Revenue  that  "chlorodyne  cannot  be  sold  cither 
for  dispensing,  export,  or  othertvisc  without  bearing  the 
Government  stamp."  Since  then  every  bottle  that  has  gone 
out  of  33  Great  Russell  Street  has  been  stamped.  Mr. 
Davenport  had  for  many  3 ears  been  associated  in  business 
with  his  son,  Mr.  Horace  Davenport,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
the  Chairman  of  Camwal  (Limited),  and  he  leaves  four  sons 
and  two  daughters.  The  funeral  took  place  at  Hove  Ceme- 
tery on  New  Year's  Day. 

Evans — At  Exmouth,  on  December  28,  Mr.  Edward 
Wallace  Evans,  cire;tor  of  the  firm  of  Hill,  Evans  &  Co. 
(Limited),  vinegar  manufacturers,  Worcester.  Aged  54.  Mr. 
Evans  was  troubled  with  gout  in  his  hands,  which  were 
ordered  to  be  wrapped  in  cotton-wool.  While  reading  a 
letter  and  trying  to  light  a  cigar  at  the  same  time,  the 
cotton-wool  caught  fire  and  burned  his  hands.  Mr.  Evans, 
who  was  in  a  weak  stateof  health  at  the  time  of  the  accident, 
died  from  shock  foUowiog  the  burns. 

Garry. — On  December  30,  1901,  at  his  residence  Grentle 
Street,  Mullingar,  Mr.  C.  J.  Garry,  M.P.S.l.  Aged  28.  The 
funeral  took  place  on  New  Year's  Day  at  the  familj'  burial- 
ground,  Meedin. 
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Dobbin.— We  now  give  a  portrait  of  the  late  Mr.  Wm. 
Dobbin,  J  P.,  chemi&t  and  druggist,  Belfast,  whose  death 
■was  recorded  in  our  last  issue.    Mr.  Dobbin  was  horn  at 

Belfast  in  1817,  and 
at  an  early  age  was 
apprenticed  to  Mr. 
Andrew  Marshall, 
(lrui;gist,  High  Street, 
Belfast.  He  after- 
wards travelled  for 
Messrs.  Daniel  & 
Charles  Davis.  In 
1841  he  commenced 
business  in  partnership 
with  his  two  brothers, 
Leonard  and  John,  as 
already  reported,  and 
when  John  died  and 
Leonard  removed  to 
Cork,  William  took 
larger  prenaises  at  45 
and  47  North  Street, 
and  established  the 
business  which  is  still 
conducted  there  by 
William  Dobbin  &  Co. 
(Limited).  He  was  a  man  of  great  energy  and  an  indefati- 
gable worker,  and  very  successful  in  business.  Many  leading 
men  in  the  district  received  their  early  training  at  his 
bands,  notably  Sir  James  Haslett,  M.P.,  Mr.  Thomas 
McMullan,  and  Mr.  James  Tate.  Mr.  Dobbin  had  an  ex- 
cellent memory,  and  he  was  full  of  reminiscences  of  the  old 
history  of  Belfast  and  old  style  of  business  in  the  district. 
He  was  married  in  1851  to  Miss  Catherine  Montgomery 
Greenfield,  and  they  celebrated  their  golden  wfdding  cn 
May  15,  1901  They  had  four  sons  and  two  daughters.  Of 
the  latter,  one  died  young  and  the  other  survives  and  is 
unmarried.  The  eldest  son,  John  M.  Dobbin,  died  suddenly 
about  niceyears  ago.  Two  sons — William  C.  Dobbin,  M  P. S  I., 
and  James  G.  Dobbin — are  directors  of  the  company.  The 
youngest  son,  Dr.  Leonard  Dobbin,  is  well  known  to  readers 
of  this  journal  as  the  conducter  of  the  Students'  Corner  and 
a  pharmaceutical  examiner  in  Edinburgh.

Pennington. — At  2  Ash  Street,  Bury,  on  DecemberZS,  1901, 
Mr.  Thomas  Pennington,  chemist  and  druggist.  Aged  71. 
Mr.  Pennington  was  a  native  of  Halliwell,  near  Bolton,  and 
served  his  apprenticeship  with  his  cousin,  Mr.  Thomas 
Moscrop,  a  well-known  chemist  of  Bolton.  About  fifty  years 
ago  he  went  to  Bury,  taking  over  the  business  carried  on  by 
a  Mr.  Thomas  Holt  at  4  Bolton  Street,  Bury,  where  he 
remained  until  about  three  years  ago.  He  then  retired  from 
business  and  went  to  reside  in  Ash  Street.  He  was  the 
founder  of  the  Bury  Ragged  School,  which  was  started  in  a 
cottage  in  Agur  Street,  Bury.  In  the  work  of  the  school 
Mr.  Pennington  took  an  exceedingly  great  interest  and  spent 
a  large  amount  of  his  time  and  money  in  farthering  its  well- 
being.  He  was  superintendent  of  the  Sunday-school  and 
treasurer  of  the  day-school,  and  was  very  highly  respected. 

Ward. — The  death  is  announced  at  the  Medical  Hall, 
Lisburn,  of  Dr.  John  Smallwood  Ward,  L.P.S  I.  The  day 
previous  to  his  death  he  was  at  his  business,  and  to  all 
appearances  in  his  usual  good  health.  Deceased  was  a 
member  of  the  Society  of  Fiiends,  and  opened  a  retail 
pharmacy  at  Lisburn  some  fourteen  years  ago,  subsequently 
taking  the  Scotch  Triple  medical  qualification. 


Tea-pills. — M.  Oonstantine  Popoff,  who  has  large  tea- 
plantations  in  the  Caucasus,  in  the  district  of  Batoum,  has 
produced  tea-pills.  These  are  simply  compressed  tea — ■ 
somewhat  in  the  form  of  the  tea-tabloid,  but  round — and 
weiyh  fourteen  to  the  ounce.

Artemlsln. — Frcund  and  Mai  puljlish  in  a  recent  issue  of 
the  lltrii  'itt'-  ;i  paper  on  the  properties  of  the  compound  dis- 
covered bj-  Merck  in  the  seeds  of  Artemisia  marithna,  and  called 
by  him  artemisin.  This  body  has  the  formula  Ci^Hi^Oi,  differing 
■from  that  of  santonin  by  one  atom  of  oxygen  only.  Like 
santonin,  it  i^  a  lactone,  which  easily  takes  up  water  by  dissolving 
it  in  alkaline  solutions,  thereby  yielding  an  alkaline  salt  of  a  new 
monobasic  acid.  This  acid,  as  was  shown  from  an  analysis  of  its 
fiilver  salt,  In-  the  formula  Cj  |H|.,0;.COOH.  Its  methyl  cater  is 
a  crystalline  solid  melting  at  180'. 

The  Relation  of  Canadine  to  Berberine. — As  is  well 
known  there  are  three  alkaloids  present  in  tlie  rhizome  of  Hijdrastis 
■canadcns:^.  These  are  hydrastine,  berberine,  and  canadine  : 
the  last  was  first  bo  named  by  Solimidt.  Gadamer  (Arch,  dcr 
P/(((c»;f(.'./'r',  1£01,  648 1  now  shows  that  the  last  base  is  tlie  optically 
active  form  of  hydroberl)erine.  A  small  specimen  of  the  natural 
base  prepared  by  Dr.  Schmidt  melted  at  132'5-'  C,  and  had  an 
optical  activity  of  —  298^.  By  a  series  of  re-crystallisationa  of  the 
bromocamphorsulphonic  acid  silt  of  hydroberberine,  the  author 
has  separated  the  last-named  base  into  two  optically  active  buses, 
which  on  examination  proved  to  be  dextro  and  kcvo-canadine.  In 
all  its  jihysical  properties,  and  in  its  reactions,  the  Uiivo  variety 
was  found  to  be  identical  with  the  natural  canadine  above 
referred  to. 

Eucalypti  Classification. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
liinnean  Snciety  of  N.S.W.,  Mr.  J.  H.  INIaiden  (President)  showed 
that  Eucabj]itus  jtiilvrrule.nla ,  Sims,  is  conspecifio  with  the 
"  apple  or  peppermint "  of  Victoria  (one  of  the  trees  known  as 
E.  kliiarlitiaii,  F.  v.  M.)  and  the  "red  or  black  peppermint"  of 
Kcw  England  i/.'.  iinvte-dtir/Urw.  Deane  and  iilaideni,  both  of 
which  be  considers  to  be  laDceolar-lcaved  forms  of  the  species. 
Mr.  Ma'di  n  also  showed  tliat  at  least  three  species  of  trees  have 
passed  under  the  name  of  Slua  rtiann,  F.  v.  M.,  and  suggested 
that  it  be  conlincd  to  the  "  apple  or  but-but  "  of  Victoria  and  to 
the  "  apple  or  white  peppermint  "  of  New  South  Wales.  Blr. 
Maiden  divided  the  species  J'..  Gunnii,  Hook,  f.,  into  the  type- 
form  and  four  varieties  —  car.'),  acervnht,  ovata,  riihida,  and 
inaciilvsd.  J 

Tte  Constituents  of  Kousso  Flowers.— Lobeck  lArrh 
■dcr  rh(trhi'i-:ic,  1901,  672)  has  re-examined  the  chief  constituents 
of  Kousso  tlowers,  and  has  shown  that  ordinary  kosin  in  reality 
consists  of  two  compounds.  SIcrck's  kosin  was  found  to  consist 
of  yellow  needles  melting  at  142°  C,  and  to  possess  the  com- 
position corresponding  to  the  formula  C'.,.:,II-,iO;.  By  a  series  of 
recrystallisations  from  absolute  alcohol,  a  body  was  obtained 
melting  constantly  at  160--161'^.  From  the  mother  litiuor  a  second 
■compound  of  a  deep  yellow  colour,  melting  at  120  -121"  was 
obtained.  One  or  mon:  other  compounds  were  also  present,  but 
were  not  fully  examined.  The  compound  melting  at  160  ,  which 
the  author  terms  o-kosin,  gave  analytical  results  wliieh  the  author 
■claims  to  agree  with  the  formula  C-.M  -fjO-,,  but  an  inspection  of 
the  results  of  the  combustions  does  not  admit  a  good  agreement. 
The  second  compound  melting  at  120^  is  claimed  to  have  the 
•formula  C.i-H.-,,,0;,  the  formula  originally  assigned  to  kosin  by 
Leiclisenring,  but  in  this  case  also  we  cannot  consider  the  figures 
are  in  the  best  possible  agreement  with  the  suggested  formula. 
The  bodies  protokosin,  kosidin,  and  kosotoxin,  all  isolated  from 
the  flowers,  are  then  described  at  length,  and  an  examination  of 
the  extract  of  the  flowers  concludes  a  useful  and  interesting 
paper. 

Ammonium  Amalgam. — In  continuing  his  researches  on 
ammonium  amalgam  M.  RIoissan  has  arrived  at  some  interesting 
results.  Sodium  amalgam  was  allowed  to  act  upon  ammonium 
iodide  in  solution  in  liquid  anhydrous  ammonia  at  a  temperature 
of  about  -39'  C.  Under  these  conditions  the  sodium  amalgam 
reacts  upon  the  ammonium  iodide  and  becomes  more  fluid,  without 
the  formation  of  any  gas.  The  sodium  iodide  formed,  together 
with  the  excess  of  sodium,  was  then  removed  by  liquid  ammonia 
at  a  temperature  of  -40°,  and  then  with  ether  at  -80°  C.  The 
s6lid  ingot  thus  produced  was  then  placed  in  a  tube  kept  at  —90° 
and  connected  with  a  mercury  pump.  It  was  found  that  a 
perfect  vacuum  could  be  maintained  in  the  apparatus  without 
any  gas  being  given  oft'  by  the  ingot.  The  temperature  was 
then  allowed  to  rise,  when  a  mixture  of  ammonia  and  hydrogen 
gases  in  the  proportion  of  two  of  the  former  to  one  of  the  latter 
was  given  off.  All  these  facts  would  appear  to  point  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  radicle  NH,  is  actually  present  in  the  metallic 
mass  prepared  at  —39°,  but  M.  Moissan  believes  that  this  is  not 
really  the  case,  there  being  a  possibility  that  a  metallic 
ammoniacal  hydride  is  formed.  He  has  found  that  when  sodium 
amalgam  reacts  with  a  solution  of  ammonia  in  water,  there  is  a 
slow  evolution  of  gas  without  foaming.  If,  however,  sodium 
iiydride  in  solution  in  sodium  amalgam  is  jilaced  in  tlio  same 
liquid,  there  is  at  once  a  foaming  mass  produced,  which  may  last 
for  two  or  three  da,j9.— {Nature,  65, 1674.)

If  1901 

is  a  fair  sample  year  of  the  twentieth  century,  the 
latter  is  not  going  to  be  a  success  for  Britishers.  War, 
rising  taxes,  declining  trade,  a  resigned  acceptance  by  our 
nation  of  at  least  a  second  place  in  the  world's  competition, 
small-pox  extending  in  London,  pauperism  on  the  increase — 
these  were  the  principal  reflections  of  which  my  mind  was 
capable  after  I  had  absorbed  about  a  dozen  reviews  of  the 
past  year  in  the  daily  and  weekly  papers.  Scarcely  a  streak 
of  brightness.    Has  there  been  no 

Immortal  Event 

in  the  year's  history  2  No  doubt  there  has  ; 
but  it  may  not  be  evident  till  a  good  way  on  in  the  century. 
It  was  not  till  a  century  after  that  apple  fell  in  the  orchard 
at  Woolsthorpe  in  front  of  Newton  that  it  was  recognised 
that  that  little  circumstance  was  the  most  important  event 
of  the  seventeenth  century.  Perhaps  Marconi's  S  or  Santos- 
Dumont's  trip  round  the  EifEel  Tower  will  figure  in  history 
as  the  most  remarkable  occurrence  of  1901. 

In  Pharmacy 

it  looks  as  if  the  Privy  Council  Committee  on 
Poisons  has  been  the  principal  event  of  the  year.  In  that 
room  at  Whitehall  the  pharmaceutical  Ormuzd  and  Ahriman 
are  striving  one  against  the  other  for  all  they  are  worth.  If 
the  former  wins,  we  shall  probably  have  a  firm  basis  to  build 
our  progress  on  during  the  century ;  but  the  success  of 
Ahriman  (agent,  Mr.  Cross,  M.P.)  will  simply  mean  1867  to 
us.  I  do  not  believe  the  intelligent  part  of  the  public  wants 
to  travel  backward  in  regard  to  poison -legislation  ;  but  if  the 
ofEcials  should  show  a  disposition  to  go  that  way,  it  will  be 
we  who  must  lead  the  combat  against  them.  After  all,  the 
chances  are  that  the  Committee  will  produce  a  report,  vt 
preterca  nihil. 

The  Mandrake  Legend 

is  honoured  with  space  in  the  C.  <f"  -D., 
which  quotes  a  particular  item  about  it  from  Nature  ;  that 
journal  translated  the  same  from|  an  old  Italian  manuscript 
The  document  has  been  carefully  preserved  for  over  a  thou- 
sand years  in  an  Italian  library,  and  has  now  been  lovingly 
transcribed  by  a  Signer  Giacosa,  so  that  from  first  to  last  it 
has  probably  given  hundreds  of  people  a  lot  of  trouble.  The 
stufE  the  ancients  wrote  about  mandrake  has  just  as  much 
sense  in  it  as  the  first  baby-twaddle  we  came  across ;  yefc 
frivolity  so  rules  the  human  mind  that  probably  the  majority 
of  readers  were  specially  attracted  by  that  paragraph.  Can 
any  antiquarian  justify  the  preservation  of  this  rubbish  ? 
Would  not  the  world  have  been  benefited  if  the  manuscript 
had  been  burned  as  well  as  written  in  the  ninth  century  ? 

Mr.  Pond's  Advice 

is  reasonable,  and  I  will  take  it.  I  will 
possess  my  soul  in  patience  until  the  committee  sitting  in 
its  lOi'.  room  shall  have  agreed  upon  the  defined  purpose 
of  the  Metropolitan  (or  London)  Chemists'  Association. 
But  Mr.  Pond's  rebukes  compel  me  to  repeat  that  to  re- 
solve on  creating  a  society  first,  and  to  discover  some 
purpose  for  it  afterwards,  is  not  the  usual  process  ;  and  I 
should  like  also  to  tender  the  tip  to  the  committee  that  if 
there  are,  as  Mr.  Pond  tell  us,  "  a  thousand  and  one  im- 
portant matters  constantly  coming  before  the  trade,"  the 
one  thing  concerning  them  on  which  they  can  rely  is  that 
they  will  be  lucky  if  they  can  hit  on  the  odd  one  to  present 


to  their  fellow-pharmacists  with  a  reasonable  prospect  of  our 
agreeing  with  them  in  regard  to  it. 

A  Few  More  Gleanings 

from  the  "  Dictionary  of  National 
Biography"  may  perhap;  be  acceptable.  I  notice  that 
Richard  Battley,  the  inventor  of  liquor  opii  sed.,  gets  a  place 
in  its  pages.  11-3  was  born  a'i  Wakefield  in  1770,  where  his 
father  was  an  architect.  After  studying  medicine  in  London 
he  became  an  assistant  surgeon  in  the  Navy,  and  saw  a  good 
deal  of  fighting  under  Sir  Sydney  Smith.  Returning  to 
London  he  sat  up  as  an  apothecary  in  St.  Paul's  Churchyard, 
removing  later  to  Fore  Street.  The  Dictionary  says  "he 
introduced  many  important  improvements  in  pharmaceutical 
operations."  He  also  arranged  a  museum  of  materia  medica 
which  he  made  free  to  all  medical  students,  and  he  was  a 
generous  supporter  o!  the  London  Eye  Infirmary. 

John  Morris, 

a  noted  geologist,  was  engaged  for  some  years  as 
a  pharmaceutical  chemist  at  Kensington,  but  his  enthusiasm 
for  science  seems  to  have  overcome  his  commercial  instincts, 
and  he  ultimately  retired  from  business.  His  "  Catalogue 
of  British  Fossils,"  published  in  18i5,  brought  him  before 
the  geological  world,  and  in  1854-  he  was  appointed  Professor 
of  Geology,  and  in  1877,  Emeritus  Professor,  at  University 
College,  London.    He  died  in  1836  at  the  age  of  76. 

Edward  Blyth 

deserves  to  be  bracketed  with  John  Morris. 
He,  too,  was  born  iu  1810,  and  for  some  years  he  carried  on 
a  small  business  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  at  Tooting.  But 
his  enthusiasm  was  all  devoted  to  natural  history.  From  his 
boyhood  he  spent  his  early  mornings  from  4  A  M.  collecting 
butterflies,  sketching  trees,  stufiing  birds,  and  on  similar 
unremunerative  labours.  He  was  not  a  success  as  a  business 
man,  and  he  ultimately  found  his  proper  sphere  as  curator  of 
the  Asiatic  Society's  museum  at  Calcutta.  Darwin  in  his 
"  Animals  and  Plants  under  Domestication  "  makes  frequent, 
references  to  Bljth's  observations. 

Two  other  Lives 

of  different  character  may  be  quoted.  John 
Case  had  a  sort  of  chemist's  shop  in  Ludgate  Hill  about  the 
year  1700.  He  called  himself  M.D.,  but  seams  to  have  been 
more  of  a  quack  doctor  than  anything.  He  was  successor  to 
one  Salford,  who  had  taken  over  the  business  of  the  famous 
William  Lilly,  the  astrologer  who  claimed  to  have  predicted 
the  fire  of  London.  Case  removed  Salford  and  Lilly's  signs 
from  over  his  shop,  and  substituted  one  on  which  was 
inscribed  the  rhyme — 

Within  this  place 
Lives  Doctor  Case. 

By  that  distich,  wrote  Addison,  he  made  more  than  Di'yden 
got  for  all  his  poetical  works  put  together.  Case's  poetical 
genius  was  not  exhausted  by  that  effort.  Round  his  pill- 
boxes was  a  label  printed  thus  : — 

Here's  fourteen  pills  for  thirteen  pence, 
Enough  in  any  man's  ovro  conscience. 

Case  was  the  hero  of  a  well-known  story.  He  was  at  a 
dinner  where  the  famous  Dr.  Radcliflfe  proposed  as  a  toast, 
"  Here's  to  all  the  fools,  your  patients,  brother  Case." 
"  Thank  you,  good  brother,"  replied  Case  ;  "  let  me  have  all 
the  fools ;  you  are  welcome  to  the  rest."  James  Morison, 
the  pill-man — "  the  Hygeist,  'as  he  called  hims>  If — also  figures 
in  the  Dictionary.  He  was  born  at  Bognie,  Aberdeenshire, 
in  1770,  and  was  engaged  in  commerce  in  the  early  part  of 
his  life  in  London,  Bordeaux,  and  the  West  Indies.  Ill 
health  sent  him  back  to  London,  where  he  invented  his  pills, 
which  cured  him,  he  wrote,  "after  thirty-five  years  of  inex- 
pressible suffering."  Between  1830  and  1840  Morison  paid 
to  the  Government  6O,O00i.  for  medicine-stamps.  He  died 
in  Paris  in  the  year  1840.

Ebitorial  Comments^ 


"To  Benefit  the  Craft." 

This  title  we  take  from  Mr.  Carteigbe's  speech  at  Edinburgh- 
last  month.  It  may  be  regarded  as  the  moral  of  Lis- 
gpeech.  He  -was  thinking  not  at  all  of  trade  or  trade - 
leturns,  but  of  the  art  of  pharmacy,  which  some  people 
name  craft  to  distinguish  it  from  purtly  commercial  pursuits 
and  professional  callings.  We  do  not  gather  from  Mr. 
Carteighe's  speech  that  he  deprecates  further  legislation  for 
"  the  benefit  of  the  craft,"  but  he  did  say  (we  quote  from  the 
official  report)  : — 

It  would  not  do  for  them,  now  that  they  had  got  a  great  masa 
of  registered  men  throughout  the  Kingdom,  and,  of  course, 
a  iiroportionate  number  in  Scotland,  to  trust  to  grand- 
motherly legislation  of  any  sort.  It  might  be  necessary  even  to 
oppose  it,  and  to  raise  the  question  as  to  whether  they  should 
keep  up  the  individual  standard  of  pharmacy  in  Scotland,  or 
whether  they  were  to  become  absolute  free  traders.  The 
position  was  very  nearly  coming  to  that  in  the  United  Kingdom. 
There  were  times  when  he  sometimes  fancied  that  they  might 
have  progressed  in  the  higher  branches  of  pharmacy  even  better 
than  they  had  if  they  had  not  been  trammelled  by  certain  limita- 
tions of  the  Act  o£  Parliament.  He  did  not  mean  to  say  he 
regretted  that  the  Act  was  ever  passed.  On  the  contrary,  the 
1868  Act  had  raised  the  standard  of  Scottish  pharmacy  from  the 
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lo.vest  scale  to  a  higher  level.  The  Scottish  phirinacist  might 
say,  "  After  all,  it  has  not  given  ms  much  money."  The  answer 
to  that  was,  Would  he  have  b^en  better  off  it  he  had  had  no 
privile.^es  or  would  he  have  been  worse  off  ?  He  was  bound  to 
Bay  tliat  in  his  judgment,  though  the  pharmacist  was  badly 
enough  off  as  it  was,  he  would  have  been  very  much  worse  oi'f  if 
there°had  been  no  Act  o£  Parliament. 

Of  course  the  point  of  view  must  not  be  overlooked.  We 
fancy  Mr.  Carteighe  had  in  his  mind's  eye  men  of  the  type 
of  Macfarlan  and  Mackay,  Borland  and  Frazer,  who  by 
personality  and  exceptional  pharmaceutical  ability  won 
professional  respect  and  public  influence  which  are  unobtain- 
able by  Act  of  Parliament.  The  perpetuation  of  the  race  of 
men  of  that  type  is  as  necessary  "to  benefit  the  craft" 
as  fresh  legislative  powers  now  are  for  the  conservation  of 
such  privileges  as  have  been  accorded  to  pharmacists  by  the 
Pharmacy  Acts.  This  latter  view  happens  to  have  been  well 
put  by  Mr.  Richard  Bremridge,  Pharmaceutical  Registrar  for 
Great  Britain,  in  a  letter  which  he  has  written  to  an  East 
Anglian  newspaper  with  reference  to  a  speech  made  at  Rye 
by  Mr.  Mathews,  Secretary  of  the  Central  Chamber  of 
Agriculture,  regarding  the  sale  of  weed-killers  and  similar 
poisonous  articles  (see  last  week's  C.  S,-  I)  ,  page  1018),  Mr. 
Bremridge  refers  to  the  Worcester  case  which  raised  the 
whole  question  and  remarks  : — 

The  ground  for  prosecution  [in  that  case]  was  that  the  seller 
had  contravened  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  (an  Act  to 
regulate  the  sale  of  poisons),  which  was  passed  with  a  view  to 
securing  the  safety  of  the  public. 

This  legislation  was  the  result  of  the  deliberations  of  a  Select 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  Sale  of  Poisons, 
which  reported  to  the  House:  "That  tlte  Bill  do  provide  tluit 
no  other  person  shall,  after  a  day  to  he  fixed,  by  the  Bill, 
sell  certain  dangerous  drugs,  to  he  scheduled  in  the  Bill,  unless 
lie  be  examined  and  registered." 

The  person  referred  to  by  Mr.  Mathews  as  having  been  pro- 
secuted had  not  been  examined,  and  was  not  registered,  and  be 
sold  one  of  the  articles  scheduled  in  the  Bill. 

The  fact  of  his  not  being  a  member  of  this  Society  did  not  enter 
into  the  question,  and  had  absolutely  nothing  whatever  to  do 
with  it. 

Mr.  Mathews  went  on  to  say  that  he  thought  it  very  incon- 
venient that  farmers  should  have  to  go  to  a  duly  qualified  chemist 
to  buy  any  weed  killer  or  sheep-dip,  and  that  there  ought  to  be 
free  trade  in  the  sale  of  these  "  useful  poisons." 

What  special  virtue  is  there  in  allowing  everybody  to  sell 
poisons  freely,  when  the  whole  of  the  agriculturists'  demands  can 
be  quite  easily  supplied  by  the  16,000  chemists  and  druggists, 
who  are  the  persons  specially  provided  by  statute  to  meet  these 
requirements  '? 

The  indiscriminate  distribution  of  arsenical  weed-killers,  which 
can  have  but  very  little  interest  to  agriculturists,  is  fraught  with 
grave  danger,  as  I  can  testify  from  the  numerous  communications 
I  have  had  on  the  subject  from  Coroners. 

Killing  weeds  in  garden-paths  does  not  enter  very  largely  into 
the  business  of  an  agriculturist,  and,  even  if  it  did,  it  is  not 
essential  to  use  deadly  poison,  such  as  arsenic,  as  any  chemist 
would  tell  a  farmer  that  diluted  sulphuric  acid  would  do  quite  as 
well,  and  could  be  used  with  safety,  and  could  be  supplied  at  a 
cheap  rate. 

In  regard  to  sheep-dips,  these  are  supplied  by  registered 
chemists  and  druggists  in  every  country  town  in  Great  Britain, 
and  as  chemists  and  druggists  ai'e  in  a  position  to  supply  all  the 
demands  for  the  poison  that  agriculturists  are  likely  to  recjuire, 
there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  logical  ground  for  advocating 
the  unrestricted  sale,  hy  unqualified  persons,  of  poisonous  pre - 
piarations  like  sJieep-dip  and  weed-killers. 

We  have  italicised  two  portions  of  the  letter  as  they  bring 
out  forcibly  the  principle  which  Parliament  assented  to  in 
1868,  and  another  which  a  Government  Department  is  now 
doing  its  best  to  promulgate  through  the  Committee  of 
Inquiry  which  is  now  taking  evidence.  They  are  exact 
opposites.  This  is  the  position  that  the  craft  and  the  trade 
must  face.  King  Edward  is  to  open  the  second  Session  of 
his  first  Parliament  on  January  16,  and  in  all  likelihood  there 
will  be  proposed  by  the  Privy  Council  some  amendment  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  to  modify  the  principle  of  examina- 
tion and  registration  referred  to  by  Mr.  Bremridge.  We 
think  the  principle  is  worth  fighting  for  to  the  utmost,  and 
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that  the  opportunity,  when  i':  arises,  .■^houl  i  bo  tak^n  to  lay 
before  Parliament  in  the  fullest  possible  manner  the  methods 
by  which  the  principle  has  been  evaded  since  the  passinfj  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act.  We  are  not  anticipating  disaster,  but 
we  feel  that  all  the  Parliamentary  forces  ava'lable  to  phar- 
macy, both  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  should  ba  preiiared 
to  deal  with  the  matter  promptly  and  thoroughly.  Further 
than  the  ^jro  feni.  withdrawal  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council  in  Great  Britain  has  given  no  sign  of 
preparedness,  but  we  take  the  Registrar's  letter  to  indicate 
that  the  central  authority  is  alive.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Council  in  Ireland  waits  developments  in  Great  Britain. 
Neither  body  can  do  much  as  corporations  until  the  Poisor.? 
Committee  reports  ;  but  individual  pharmacists  should  trei.t 
the  danger  as  a  personal  one,  and  as  their  influence  will  in 
the  long  run  decide  the  matter,  we  suggest  that  they  should 
put  the  case  to  their  members  of  Parliament  in  the  pithy 
way  that  Mr.  Bremridge  does.  There  is  no  better  time  for 
doing  this  than  the  beginning  of  the  Session.  If  reprints  or 
this  article  will  be  of  any  service,  we  shall  gladly  send  thems 
to  subscribers  who  wish  to  write  to  their  Members. 


The  Unity  of  Matter. 

Ever  since  the  time  of  Prout  and  Meinecke,  in  the  earlier 
part  of  the  nineteenth  century,  many  chemists  have  been 
more  or  less  completely  captivated  by  the  idea  that  the 
undoubtedly  close  approximation  of  the  atomic  vreights  of 
many  of  the  elements  to  exact  multiples  of  that  of  hydrogen 
indicates  the  existence  of  one  fundamental  material  from 
which  all  our  so-called  elements  are  built  up.  Perhaps  this 
idea  has  been  less  frequently  entertained  in  recent  times 
than  it  formerly  was,  yet  it  has  never  been  altogether 
extinguished,  and  to  this  day  it  is  impossible  to  overlook 
the  fact  that  the  approximation  is  in  many  cases  so  ezceed^ 
icgly  close  as  to  furnish  a  striking  theme  to  ponder  and 
speculate  upon. 

The  demonstration  of  the  unity  of  matter — or,  at  least,  of 
the  fact  that  the  atomic  weights  of  all  the  elements  are 
exact  multiples  of  half  the  atomic  weight  of  hydrogen — 
appears  to  be  one  aim  of  a  recently-published  book  on  "  The 
Absolute  Atomic  Weights  of  the  Elements,"  by  Dr.  G.  D. 
Hinrichs,  Professor  of  Chemistry  in  the  St.  Louis  College  of 
Pharmacy.  The  book  itself  is  far  from  pleasant  reading. 
We  approached  the  task  with  no  small  interest,  and  with 
some  hopes  of  having  an  early  and  never  wholly  eradicated 
leaning  towards  the  Proutian  view  strengthened  and  perhaps 
confirmed.  Our  disappointment  has  been  extreme.  Dr. 
Hinrichs  may  have  a  case  that  is  in  some  respects  good,  but 
assuredly  no  case,  good  or  bad,  can  be  presented  as  his  is 
without  suffering  grievously  in  consequence.  We  are  deeply 
interested  in  the  problem  of  the  unity  of  matter,  but  we 
have  nothing  but  condemnation  for  the  gross  personal  abuse 
which  the  author  heaps  upon  a  number  of  chemists  whose 
names  we  long  ago  learned  to  respect,  and  this  for  no  further 
reasons,  so  far  as  we  can  ascertain,  than  that  he  does  not 
hold  the  same  views  as  they  do,  and  that  they  have  had  the 
audacity  to  publish  and  discuss  the  results  of  their  experi- 
ments. One  well-known  chemist  is  described  as  "this  same 
pettifogging  individual,"  and  another  as  "this  High  Mucka- 
muck  of  the  National  Government "  If  Dr.  Hinricli's  case 
really  requires  this  kind  of  treatment,  it  will  not  unnaturally 
be  regarded  as  being  in  a  very  deplorable  plight  indeed. 
Had  the  author  omitted  the  page  after  page  of  abuse  which 
his  book  unfortunately  contains,  and  rather  included  in  it, 
in  the  space  that  he  would  have  thereby  saved,  the  essential 
portions  of  two  oth^r  (oaiich  mire  coisly)  bjDks  by  himself 
to  which  he  again  and  again  refers  the  reader  for  all  sorts 
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of  information  necessary  for  a  proper  comprehension  of  this 
one,  he  would  at  leist  have  been  certain  to  obtain  an  atten- 
tive perusal,  whether  his  arguments  were  successful  or  not 
in  carrying  conviction.  As  it  is,  we  take  it  that  few  readers 
who  mmage  to  get  through  the  first  third  of  the  book  will 
have  any  inclination  to  read  the  remainder. 

Dr.  Hinrichs  has  a  very  great  deal  to  say  about  what  he 
calls  the  "  3[.)rlus  Stasii."  As  far  as  we  can  gather,  this 
disease  appears  tD  consist  firs';,  in  the  adoption  of  mean 
resulSs,  deduced  from  the  separate  results  of  a  number  of 
experiments  ;  and,  secondly  (and  chiefly),  in  the  neglect  to 
snflisientiy  note  slight  variations  in  the  results  of  atomic- 
weight  determinations  when  varying  quantities  of  material 
are  operated  upon.  It  is  worth  mentioning,  in  passing,  that 
the  author  himself  aioplis  mean  results  when  it  suits  his 
pcirpose  to  do  so.  "W'e  should  prefer  to  have  the  Morbus  Sfasii. 
with  all  theattendantsliortcomings.throughontthe  whole  term 
of  our  natural  life  rather  than  have  what  we  may  call  the 
Mi)rhuiJIii>rh-hsu,2Li  displayed  in  the  book  before  us,  for  five 
minutes.  Really  Dr.  Ilinrichs's  friends  should  see  to  it  that 
he  d3es  not  publish  any  more  books  of  this  kind. 


THE   MANDATE   AND   THE  MAN. 

We  are  glad  to  notice  that  Mr.  Lord  Gilford  has  broken 
the  silence  which  has  marked  his  career  as  a  pharmaceutical 
councillor.    W'q  know  that  he  attempted  on  one  occasion 
when  an  improper  motion  troubled  the  Bloomsbury  atmo- 
sphere to  pat  in  his  word,  but  the  Chair  suppressed  him. 
There  is  no  other  evidence  of  his  work  as  a  pharmaceutical 
councillor.    This  is  not  what  was  e.xpscted  of  Mr.  Lord 
Giflord.    He  writes  this  week  about  h;s  mandate.  Si.'c 
Council-meetings  have  come  and  gone  without  evidence  of 
action  on  his  part  to  sustain  that  mandate.    We  hasten  to 
say  tliat  this  affection  is  not  peculiar  to  Mr.  Lord  Gifford, 
but  he  is  the  last  man  in  the  world  whom  anyone  would  have 
e.xpeoted  to  be  so  alilictea.    We  now  have  hopes  of  better- 
ment.   Every  chair  of  the  oae-and-twenty  in  the  Council- 
chamber  should  be  occupied  loy  a  living,  working  individual, 
who  has  views,  and  can  express  them  ;  who  has  ability,  and 
can  U33  it  for  administrative  purposes  and  for  protecting  the 
interests  of  registered  cbfmists  and  druggists.  Amongst 
those  now  on  the  Council  Mr.  Lord  Gilford  stands  ont  as  one 
who  for  several  years  worked  night  and  day  in  fostering 
views  which  led  to  his  election  and  the  conferment  of  the 
mandate.  His  responsibilities  are  proportionately  the  greater, 
for  if  the  period  of  his  offioe  were  to  continue  on  past  lines 
tlierc  would  be  an  end  of  sending  people  with  mandates  to 
Bloomsburj'.    It  would  serve  all  purposes  just  as  well  to 
return  as  councillors  men  of  leisure  who  would  accept  the 
ofiioe  as  an  honour  pure  and  simple. 

"YEAR-BOOK  OF  PHARMACY." 

The  changes  in  the  secretaryship  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  and  the  editorship  of  the  Year-book  are 
probably  responsible  for  the  belated  appearance  of  the 
Yoar-b:n)k  of  Pharmacy  for  1901,  and  it  is,  we  think,  excus- 
able. Mr.  J.  0.  Braithwaite,  the  Eiitor,  writes  an  introduc- 
tion in  which  the  pharmaceatical  progress  of  the  year  under 
review  (July,  19D0,  to  June,  19D1)  is  well  summarised.  The 
abstracts  of  papers  arc  arranged  under  "Chemistry," 
"  Materia  Medica,"  "  Pharmacy,"'  and  "  Notes  and  Formula;," 
ia  each  ci?e  alphabetical  order  being  adopted.  The 
absfcrac'is  are  good  on  the  whole  and  exceptionally 
"practical"  to  the  working  cheaaist  and  druggist.  The 
report  of  the  Conference  meeting  in  Dahlia  prepared  by  the 
Sicretaries  gives  all  the  papers  in  full,  and  we  notice  that 
our  owa  reports  of  the  discussions  have  been  freely  drawn 
upoa  for  the  Yc%r.b:,:■,^;,  The  volume  is  prefaced  by  an 
exoellent  portrait  cf  Mr.  G.  Claridge-Dr uce,  the  President. 


If  there  is  any  point  that  we  can  give  the  Publication  Com- 
mittee it  is  that  the  minimum  of  space  should  be  given  to 
abstracts  of  papers  which  have  appeared  in  journals  of  phar- 
macy printed  in  this  country,  and  that  special  attention 
should  be  given  to  American  and  Continental  pharmaceutical 
literature.  This  is  disinterested  advice  so  far  as  the  C.  3,'  I). 
is  concerned,  because  it  bulks  well  in  the  Year-booh,  but  it 
is  obvious  that  to  many  the  Year-booh  can  only  appeal  by 
its  freshness,  which  is  minimised  by  C.  <5'  or  P.  J. 
appearing  on  almost  every  page. 

THE  "S.P."  OF  IT. 

Here  is  a  paragraph  from  the  Eoening  Netvs  (London) 
which  it  may  be  well  for  our  metropolitan  readers  to  "  read, 
mark,  and  digest  "  : — ■ 

At  a  St.  Pdncras  inquest  the  Coroner  pointed  out  that  if  a 
qualified  medical  man  had  been  called  in  to  attend  the  deceased 
instead  of  a  chemist  the  relatives  would  have  been  saved  the 
worry  and  trouble  of  an  inquest.  He  might  have  added  that  in 
some  cases  at  least  the  expense  of  the  funeral  would  be  saved 
into  the  bargain. 

The  paragraphist's  own  opinion  is  a  bit  of  abuse  wholly  un- 
called for. 

SELLING   WINES  TO  CHILDREN. 

Chemists  and  druggists  who  hold  "  off  "  wine-licences  will 
note  that  the  Child  Messenger  Act  came  into  force  on 
Wednesday,  January  1.  The  full  text  of  the  Act  is  printed  in 
The  Chemists'  and  Druggist.?'  Diary,  1902,  page  284.  As 
holders  of  "off"  wine-licences  may  only  sell  in  reputed 
pint  or  quart  bottles  (duly  corked),  they  are  practically 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  which  make  sales  to 
persons  under  U  years  of  age  illegal,  except  the  intoxi- 
cating liquors  are  sold  and  delivered  "in  corked  and  sealed 
vessels  in  quantities  of  not  less  than  one  reputed  pint  for 
consumption  off  the  premises  only."  The  Act  is  applicable 
to  the  United  Kingdom,  and  all  persons  holding  beer,  spirit, 
or  wine  licences  "  on  "  or  "  off,"  must  observe  its  provisions. 
Persons  who  send  children  under  14  for  intoxicating  liquors 
are  also  liable  to  a  penalty,  but  this  does  not  apply  to  the 
messengers  of  licensed  persons.  Wc  notice  that  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Croydon  Licensed  Victuallers'  Protection  Society 
is  concerned  about  the  application  of  the  Act  to  chemists, 
and  tells  the  editor  of  the  Morning  Advertiser — 

To  watch  this  matter,  because  if  the  Act  does  not  affect  the 
chemist  we  may  look  for  a  number  of  new  applications  for  licences 
to  sell  medicated  wines  at  the  next  brewstev  sessions.  In  the 
prohibition  States  of  America  there  is  no  difficulty  in  obtaining 
liquor  at  a  chemist's  shop,  and  it  is  just  possible  that  it  may  be- 
come the  custom  here  for  chemists  to  supply  children  under  age 
with  small  quantities  of  so-called  medicated  wines — the  said  wines 
being  highly  fortified  with  spirit. 

These  remarks  show  little  knowledge  of  the  law,  which  does 
not  in  the  least  distinguish  between  the  chemist,  grocer,  and 
publican,  each  of  whom  it  regards  as  the  holder  of  a  licence 
who  must  conform  to  the  Intoxicating  Liquors  (Sales  to 
Children)  Act — to  give  it  its  full  title. 

THE  LACHNANTHES   CURE   OF  CONSUMPTION. 

Dr.  Alabone  has  had  a  long  innings  in  the  Times,  the 
correspondence  concerning  it  having  started  at  or  about 
the  time  of  the  Tuberculosis  Congress,  and  lasted  until 
only  two  or  three  weeks  ago.  Colonel  le  Poer  Trench 
championed  it,  and  represented  its  discoverer — Dr.  Edwin 
William  Alabone — deregistered  by  the  General  Medical 
Council,  as  a  martyr  to  professional  jealousy.  Now  at  last 
the  mystery,  which  we  may  be  excused  for  fancying  was 
almost  as  important  an  ingredient  in  the  cure  as  the  lach- 
nanthes,  has  been  abandoned,  and  in  last  week's  British 
Medical  Journal  we  are  told  all  about  the  treatment  by  the 
proscribed  Dr.  Alabone's  qualified  and  registered  son.  Mr. 
Anslow  Alabone  gives  the  details  of  a  complicated  treatment 
as  clearly  as  he  can,  and  it  appears  from  his  statement  that 
lachnanthes  is,  in  his  opinion,  only  a  subsidiary  drug  in  the 
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cure.  "  It  has  power  to  allay  the  cough,"  he  remarks,  but 
the  main  feature  in  his  view  is  evidently  the  form  of  ad- 
ministration. This  we  describe  on  another  page,  and  it 
will  be  observed  that  the  process  seems  to  be  an  eclectic 
■one  in  the  fullest  sense.  The  modern  open  air  and  diet 
methods  are  likewise  adopted  to  a  great  extent.  Some  of 
the  patients  get  better  and  some  get  vfell.  But  whether 
the  machinery,  or  the  fresh  air,  or  the  lachnanthes,  is 
entitled  to  the  credit  it  would  puzzle  even  Dr.  Alabone  to 
■explain. 

THE   YEAR'S  FAILURES. 

-A  statistical  abstract  of  failures  and  of  bills  of  sale 
•during  1901  published  in  Scnq/s  Mercantile  Gazette  shows 
that  the  total  number  of  "  gazetted  "  failures  in  the  United 
Kingdom  was  5,174,  as  against  5,315  in  1900.  In  the  class 
devoted  to  "  chemists  and  druggists "  the  bankruptcies 
numbered  73,  an  increase  of  15  on  the  previous  year ; 
there  were  66  deeds  of  arrangement,  a  decrease  of  2,  and 
124  bills  of  sale,  being  13  less  than  those  of  1900.  The 
highest  number  of  failures  (9D4)  occurred,  as  usual,  in  the 
grocery  and  provision  trades,  but  even  these,  in  spite  of  bad 
trade,  show  a  decrease  of  55  on  the  previous  year. 

THE  BACON-SHAKESPERE  CONTROVERSY. 

Mrs  Gallup's  discovery  of  a  cypher  which  proves  to  her 
satisfaction  that  Sir  Francis  Bacon  was  a  son  of  Queen 
Elizibeth  and  the  writer  of  Shakespere's  plays  has  brought 
the  newspapers,  especially  the  Times,  a  rich  harvest  of 
""copy"  at  a  welcome  time.  Bacon's  commonplace-book 
■figures  in  the  controversy,  and  Professor  Silvanus  P. 
Thompson  contributes  to  the  discussion  the  following 
interesting  note : — 

This  was  not  the  only  commouplace-book  kept  by  Bacou.  He 
3iad  another,  a  miscellaneous  collection  of  scraps  on  natural 
history,  a  part  of  which  was  published  in  1679  as  "  Physiological 
.Kemains."  Amongst  these  remains  there  is  a  list,  half  English, 
halt  Latin,  of  bodies  "attractive  and  non-attractive."  This  list 
has  been  described  as  an  account  of  electrical  experiments  dis- 
■covered  by  Bacon  himself.  Another  almost  identical  list  of 
-electrical  bodies,  in  Litin,  and  also  pioathumously  published  in 
Vol.  XX.  of  tte  "Philosophical  Transactions  of  the  Royal 
Society,"  is  credited  to  Dr.  Robert  Plot,  and  was  similarly  dis- 
interred after  its  author's  death.  On  examining  critically  into 
both  these  lists  it  is  found  that  substantially  each  of  them  is  a 
transcript,  without  acknowledgment,  of  the  list  of  electrics  given 
in  Book  II.  of  the  famous  "  De  Magnete  "  of  Dr.  William  Gilbert, 
published  in  1600.  Unless  the  pro-Baconians  are  sufficiently 
hardy  to  suggest,  on  the  strength  of  this  find,  that  Bacon  also 
wrote  the  "  Da  Magnete  "  of  Gilbert  as  well  as  all  Shakespeare's 
plays  and  all  Spenser's  poems  and  all  "  Button's  Anatomy,"  they 
must  admit  that  his  habit  of  copying  down  other  men's  sayings 
or  inventions  into  notebooks  of  his  own  was  at  least  liable  to 
confuse  their  true  authorship. 

It  is  unlikely  that  in  1600  Bacon  had  begun  to  write  the 
cindisputed  works  which  have  made  him  famous. 


®n  Citron 

By  Dr.  Salvatore  Gulli. 


IN  the  district  of  Reggio  Calabria  and  in  Sicily  the  three 
following  kinds  of  citrons  are  cultivated  :  

1.  Citrus  Medira,  var.  Vulgaris  (Risso).— Its  fruit  has  a 
thick  rind  and  a  hard  flesh  ;  it  is  known  in  Calabria  and  in 
Sicily  by  the  name  of  "  Cedro." 

2.  Citrus  Mcdica,  var.  Oibocaijia  or  Citrea  (Risso). — It  is 
a  small  citron  known  as  "  Cedrino." 

3.  Citrus  Mcdica,  var.  Bhegina  (Pasquale).— Its  fruit  is 
rather  big,  being  about  two  decimeters  in  length,  and  it  has 
an  abundant  eatable  flesh,  which  surrounds  the  acid-bitter 
juicy  part ;  known  by  the  name  of  "  Cedrone." 

These  three  varieties  of  citrons,  when  treated  by  hand- 
pressure,  give  an  essential  oil ;  the  yield  is  limited,  however, 
1,000  citrons  giving  an  average  of  from  300  to  350  grammes 
of  oil.

No  distinction  between  the  varieties  is  commonly  made 
on  the  market  because  they  have  almost  identical  characters. 
In  fact,  in  Sicily  and  at  Reggio  Calabria  only  the  so-called 
"essecza  di  cedro  or  cedrino"  is  known,  which,  in  England, 
is  understood  by  the  name  of  citron  oil  and  in  France  by 
that  of  "  essence  de  ceirat."  The  fruits,  however,  as  a  rule 
are  not  used  for  making  the  oil,  but  are  exported  in  brine, 
and  consist  of  all  the  three  kinds  confusedly  put  together. 
The  variety  "  cedrone  "  is  largely  demanded  on  account  of 
the  various  applications  of  its  rind.  The  oil  therefore 
is  only  made  to  special  order  at  the  period  of  the  fruit-crop, 
not  only  in  Sicily  but  also  at  Reggio  Calabria,  where  there 
are  citron-plantationa. 

Pure  citron  oil  is  rather  rare  on  the  market,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  makers  mix  it  with  less  or  more  abundant  portions 
of  lemon  oil,  and  bitter  or  sweet  orange  oil.  I  give  below 
the  results  of  an  examination  of  three  specimens  of  citron 
oil :  No.  1  is  pure  oil  made  by  myself  last  year  from  "  cedri " 
No.  2  is  commercial  citron  oil,  containing  a  great  deal  o£ 
lemon  oil  ;  No.  3  is  a  mixture  of  lemon  oil,  of  bitter  and 
sweet  orange  oil,  and  of  lime  oil,  with  small  portions  of 
citron  oil,  as  the  maker  afterwards  acknowledged : —

The  two  characters — viz.,  sp.gr.  and  rotaticn — are  enough 
to  distinguish  the  difference  between  pure  oil  and  commercial 
adulterated  oil.

Written  by  the  curator  of  the  Rojal  London  (Moorfields) 
Ophthalmic  Hospital,  the  book  is  intended  to  give  students 
of  ophthalmology  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  the  optical 
phenomena  involved.  The  book  is  mainly  mathematical, 
but  the  mathematics  required  are  only  elementary.  Chemists 
who  are  taking  the  full  examination  of  the  Spectacle- 
makers'  Company  will  find  this  book  useful  as  a  preparation 
for  the  mathematical  part  of  optics. 

Tltc  Preservation  of  the  Hair.  By  R.  W.  Leftwicii,  M.D. 
7g  X  4.J.  Pp.  127.  Frontispiece.  2s.  net.  Simpkin, 
Marshall  &  Co. 

Dr.  Leftwich  has  produced  a  readable  book  on  the  hair, 
and  one  as  useful  to  chemists  who  put  up  preparations  for 
the  hair  as  to  the  hairdresser,  to  whom  parts  of  it  are 
especially  addressed.  The  chapter  on  the  effects  of  toilet- 
preparations  on  the  strength  of  the  hair  is  very  interesting. 
The  experiments  were  conducted  with  hair  that  breaks  when 
subjected  to  a  weight  of  7  oz.  The  hair  was  immersed  for 
half  an  hour  in  various  preparations,  and  its  breaking 
strength  again  tested.  Liquid  paraffin  and  castor  oil  increased 
the  strength  of  the  hair,  whilst  strong  acetic  acid,  liquid 
ammonia,  tincture  of  quillaia,  benzol,  bay  rum,  and  rectified 
spirit,  decreased  the  breaking-strength  only  slightly,  but  not 
so  much  as  plain  water.  A  few  formuke  are  given  in  an 
appendix. 


Unqualified  Dispensers. —A  correspondent  of  the  British 
Medical  Journal,  ^ntmQ  in  reference  to  the  General  Medical 
Council's  decision  on  doctors'  shops,  says: — "Persons  entitled  to 
use  the  abbreviation  "  M.P.S."  after  their  names  must  be  sub- 
scribers to  the  Society.  This  is  the  crux  of  the  whole  question 
of  prosecution.  Only  under  very  exceptional  circumstances  will 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  prosecute  its  own  members.  For  it 
derives  its  income  from  them,  and  it  is  an  almost  universal 
custom  for  these  members  to  employ  '  unqualified '—that  is  to 
say,  non-qualified,  assistants." 
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Z\K  Blabonc  treatment 


WE  mentioned  some  time  ago  correspondence  in  the 
leading  morning  newspapers  regarding  Dr.  Alabone's 
treatment  of  tuberculosis  witii  lachnanthes.  Dr.  Alabone 
has  a  son,  Mr.  M.  Anslow  Alabone  (who  holds  the  Scotch 
Triple  qualification),  and  lie  took  part  in  the  controversy, 
promising  to  contribute  to  the  Briiish  Medical  Journal  a 
full  account  of  the  treatment.  This  was  printed  in  the 
B.M.  J,  for  December  28, 1901.  The  essential Ipart  of  the  treat- 
mens  appears  to  be  the  spraying  of  medicaments  into  the 
bronchi  of  the  patients  by  means  of  an  elaborate  spray- 
producer  actuated  by  a  pump  and  cylinder,  the  latter  con- 
taining a  compressed  mixture  of  oxygen  and  air.  This  Mr. 
Anslow  Alabone  describes  at  some  length,  but  we  repro- 
duce in  outline  the  apparatus  figured  in  our  contemporary. 


The  elaborate  nature  of  the  apparatus  appears  to  be 
ncces.=ary  for  producing  sprays  of  different  degrees  of 
comminvition  and  in  order  to  unite  the  contents  of  more 
than  one  flask  in  one  spray.  The  foUowins^  are  the  pre- 
scriptions used.  We  print  them  as  they  are  in  the  B.MJ., 
Mr.  Anslow  Alabone  being  responsible  for  the  errors : —

"  Mollueine  "  is  supplied  by  Mr.  J.  Wells  Wood,  BI.P.S.,  Stoke 
Newington  and  South  Hackney,  and  is  a  mixture  obtained  by  the 
action  of  superheated  steam  on  fats,  practically  a  glycerin  of 
lower  sp.  gr.  than  the  ordinary  B.P.  product.  "  Viscidine  "  is 
also  obtained  from  Mr.  J.  W.  Wood,  and  is  a  preparation  of 
hydrocarbon  oil. 

Amehican  Drugs  in  Mexico. — American  exporters  are 
gradually  getting  a  small  hold  on  the  drug-business  of 
Mexico  which  until  quite  recently  was  almost  exclusively 
French.  Several  proprietary  medicines  are  being  well 
advertised  in  Mexico  by  American  houses. — Modern  Mexico. 

Big  Spoonfuls. — The  following  curious  suggestion  is- 
made  by  the  Aiintralian  Medical  Oazeite  anent  the  table- 
spoonful  as  a  measure: — "The  easiest  way  out  of  the 
difficulty  is  to  let  pharmacists  know  that  one  tablespoonful 
is  considered  by  medical  practitioners  as  approximately  1  oz  , 
the  dessertspoonful  as  h  oz.,  and  the  teaspoonfnl  as  2  dr. 
The  fact  being  so  self-evident,  it  seems  only  reasonable  to 
expect  that  the  formal  recognition  of  it  would  be  rapid." 
Whilst  the  medical  practitioners  are  about  it,  they  might 
tell  the  pharmacists  how  to  put  a  quart  into  a  pint  measure, 
or  a  gallon  into  a  Winchester  quart  bottle.

MR.  H.  G.  WELLS  tells  in  one  of  the  December  monthlies 
a  wonderful  tale  about  an  elixir  vita3  which  quickened 
nervous  impulses  to  a  terrific  degree.  It  does  not  bear 
quotation,  but  here  is  a  passage  from  a  Windsor  Mofjazine 
tale  by  Mr.  H.  A.  Hering,  which  is  worth  preserving  in  a 
journal  of  pharmacy.  It  tells  how  the  Duke  of  Guiseley, 
Prime  Minister  of  these  realms,  was  much  worried,  and  during 
his  afternoon's  stroll  felt  thirsty.  He  could  not  venture  into 
a  public-house,  but — 

Two  doors  further  on  was  a  cbomist's  shop.  That  would  do. 
The  Duke  walked  in  and  asked  for  a  glass  of  water. 

The  chemist's  assistant,  who  was  at  that  moment  engaged  behind 
■the  counter  in  working  up  the  atomic  weights  for  an  examination, 
looked  up  abstractedh-. 

"Water?  Certiinly,  sir,'' he  said,  and  with  his  head  full  of 
symbols  and  figures  he  groped  for  the  bottle  of  distilled  water 
which  was  handy  on  the  shelf.  Abeently  he  filled  a  glass  and 
gave  it  to  the  Prime  Minister,  wlio  drank  and  was  refreshed.  The 
shilhng  left  on  the  counter  recalled  the  assistant's  wanderiug 
■thoughts. 

"  He  must  have  wanted  it  badly,"  he  said  to  himself,  and  then 
his  eye  wandered  to  the  shelf  in  estimation  of  the  value  given. 
A  wave  of  horror  overspread  the  assistant's  face.  He  had  used 
4he  wrong  bottle. 

'■' C4ood  heavens!''  he  cried;  "I've  given  him  the  Water  of 
Lethe  ! " 

And  so  he  had. 

Now  the  peculiarity  of  the  Water  of  Lethe  was  that  it  brought 
absolute  forgetfulness  to  the  mind  of  the  drinker  for  a  space  of 
time  depending  on  the  size  of  the  draught.  The  chemist's 
assistant  had  pretty  well  filled  the  glass,  and  the  Prime  Minister 
had  drunk  it  to  the  last  drop,  for  he  was  very  thirsty  ;  and  cold 
sweat  gathered  on  the  assistant's  brow  when,  after  a  brief  calcu- 
lation, he  knew  that  the  gentleman  who  had  left  the  shilling  on 
the  counter  would  for  the  space  of  three  years  and  a  month  forget 
all  that  he  had  ever  learned,  all  that  had  gone  before,  even  his 
own  name  and  every  debt  he  owed.  He  felt  a  little  easier  when 
he  reflected  that  the  drinker  would  be  a  long  time  before  he  knew 
who  was  to  blame  for  the  catastrophe,  and  much  might  happen  in 
the  interval. 

The  Water  of  Lethe  was  in  much  request  by  ladies  or  gentle- 
men who  had  done  things  which  prevented  their  consciences  from 
I'esting  at  nights.  Two  drops  would  lull  the  most  vigorous  con- 
science to  sleep  for  eight  hours,  and  usually  the  water  was  not 
taken  in  greater  quantities.  Never  till  that  night  had  a  whole 
glassful  been  drunk  straight  off,  and  it  was  particularly  unfortunate 
that  the  drinker  should  have  been  the  Prime  Minister  of 
England,  for  his  mind  held  information  of  extreme  value  to  the 
nation. 

After  leaving  the  shop  he  was  conscious  of  a  soothing  sensation. 
All  the  troubles  of  the  day  seemed  to  disappear.  Then  he  forgot 
there  ever  were  troubles— ever  were  pleasures- and  the  Prime 
Minister  'of  England  walked  blindly  across  the  road  at  the 
imminent  risk  of  his  life,  sat  down  on  a  seat  in  a  park,  and  nodded 
(benevolently  at  the  moon  and  the  stars,  blinking  like  a  new-born 
babe. 

By-and-by  darkness  came  on,  and  two  burglars  on  busi- 
ness bent  appeared.  They  relieved  the  Prime  Minister  of 
his  watch,  pocket-book  and  valuables,  swopped  hats  and 
overcoat  with  him,  and  left  him  weeping  on  the  grass.  Some 
minutes  afterwards  a  discharged  valet  of  the  Duke's  came 
along,  recognised  his  late  master,  and  thinking  him  drunk 
and  incapable  took  hitn  to  his  room  in  a  street  off  Gray's  Inn 
Road,  where  he  divested  him  of  his  dress-clothes,  putting  a 
aough  tweed  suit  of  his  own  on  the  unprotesting  Duke.  Out 
of  revenge  he  then  cut  the  Prime  Minister's  pointed  beard 
close  to  the  chin,  and  considerably  shortened  also  his 
venerable  locks.  He  then  bundled  the  grizzled  old  man  in 
a  pilot-jacket  into  a  cab  and  sent  him  off  to  a  dissenting 
parson,  who  lived  in  Bethnal  Green,  and  whose  card  he 
happened  to  possess.  The  old  man  was  taken  in  and 
looked  upon  for  three  years  as  a  long-lost  uncle  of  the 
parson's  wife,  who  had  emigrated  to  Australia  many  years 
before,  and  had  unexpectedly  returned  home.  These  good 
people  taught  the  Duke  (now  Sam  Bailey)  to  speak  and  read 
and  cipher,  and  his  progress  was  so  rapid  that  before  the 
year  was  out  he  had  little  difficulty  in  getting  employment 
in  the  offices  of  a  firm  of  indigo-merchants  at  a  salary  of 
306\  a  week.  For  three  years  and  two  months  and  a  day  this 
went  on,  when  at  length  Sam  Bailey  awoke  one  morning 
again  the  Duke  of  Guisely.    He  tried  to  explain  matters,  but 


of  course  no  one  would  believe  his  story,  and  his  identite 
was  only  settled  by  means  of  the  Permanent  Under-Secretary 
at  the  Foreign  Office.  The  mystery  of  the  disappearancy 
and  re-appearance  of  the  Prime  Minister  was  never  solved. 

Two  people  could  have  thrown  light  upon  the  matter  — the  one 
a  chemist's  assistant  who  is  always  failing  in  his  examinations 
owing  to  his  defective  knowledge  of  the  atomic  weights  ;  the  other 
a  red- whiskered  man  who  keeps  a  low  public  house  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Drury  Lane,  but,  somehow,  for  reasons  of  their  own, 
they  elected  to  keep  silence. 

The  tale  is  a  readable  one,  and  though  the  Water  of  Lethe 
is  not  now  a  pharmaceutical  preparation,  the  picture  of  the 
chemist's  assistant  abstractedly  wrestling  with  the  atomic 
weights,  and  at  the  same  time  discharging  his  ordinary 
duties,  will  strike  a  responsive  thrill  in  many  a  pharmacist's 
breast. 

"  PXCIC-ME-UFS." 

Mr.  Sidney  Thompson  is  a  writer  whom  we  mayhfar  more 
about  if  he  goes  on  as  he  has  lately  been  doing  in  the  Daily 
Mail.    In  Wedne-day's  issue  he  says  :  — 

Walking  down  Fleet  Street  [how  Johnsonian]  in  the  company 
of  a  man  who  seemed  in  complete  health,  I  was  startled  by  his 
remark,  as  we  passed  a  chemist's  shop,  "  That's  my  chemist." 

"  Do  you  keep  a  tame  chemist  to  supply  you  with  perennial 
corn-plasters  and  tooth  brushes '?  "  I  asked. 

"  Of  course  not,"  he  said,  petulantly,  as  one  whose  serious 
malady  is  being  treated  flippantly  ;  "  I  always  go  there  for  my 
pick-me-up  in  the  morning." 

And  Mr.  Thompson  proceeds  to  tell  how  a  little  inquiry 

among  other  friends  served  to  convince  him  that  most  of 
them  had  their  own  particular  chemists.  From  two  or 
three  chemists  of  large  experience — one  whose  shop  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Piccadilly  Circus  is  almost  a  clu'o,  where 
you  may  meet  half  the  habitues  of  St.  James's  and  Pall- 
mall  at  any  hour  of  the  day;  and  another  who  has  his 
dv^elling  and  connection  in  the  East-end — he  gathered  many 
singular  and  striking  facts — which,  indeed,  they  are.  One 
chemist  told  him  that  50  per  cent,  of  the  men  in  any  pro- 
fession are  addicted  to  drugs  of  some  kind — •"  addicted  " 
makes  the  thing  look  quite  horrible,  but  let  this  "chemist" 
speak  for  himself  : — 

A  man  was  in  here  an  hour  ago,  whose  name  you  know,  who 
comes  in  every  fortnight  or  so  and  buys  a  bottle  of  cocaine  solution 
as  big  as  this— he  touched  a  huge  cut- glass  decanter  of  perfume. 
He  has  his  doctor's  prescription  all  right,  so  we  can  do  nothing. 
Another  comes  in  at  all  sorts  of  times,  and  asks  leave  to  come 
behind  the  counter  for  a  moment,  to  inject  cocaine  into  his  leg. 
A  third,  a  big  West-end  doctor,  is  always  rushing  in  here,  or  to 
whatever  chemist's  shop  he  [finds  himself  nearest  when  he  is 
tired,  and  gets  someone  to  inject  strychnine  into  his  arm. 
Another — a  doctor  too — who  depends  on  cocaine  for  all  his 
energy,  is  a  source  of  constant  amusement  to  us  by  his  excuses 
for  the  amount  of  cocaine  he  gets  through. 

People  dose  themselves  according  to  the  one  or  two  obvious 
symptoms,  which  are  generally  misleading ;  and  off  they  rush  to 
buy  a  bottle  of  tabloids,  and  probably  do  themselves  a  good  deal 
of  injury.  But  some  of  the  tabloids  are  really  dangerous  when 
taken  indiscriminately. 

These  things,  for  instance,  that  contain  strychnine  and  iron  and 
quinine— I  always  make  the  purchasers  sign  the  poison-book  for 
them,  but  plenty  of  chemists  are  not  so  scrupulous.  People,  buy 
and  take  them  by  the  dozen,  with  the  result  that  their  systems 
get  full  of  strychnine,  the  arterial  pressure  is  increased,  with  a 
probable  resultant  danger  of  aneurism,  and  they  keep  themselves 
in  a  constant  state  of  mental  excitement  and  irritation. 

After  getting  this  precious  copy,  Mr.  Thompson  consulted 
a  doctor  who  had  tabloids  "  on  the  brain,"  and  who  gave  the 
interviewer  "  one  startling  piece  of  information  that  may  or 
may  not  throw  some  light  on  the  matter.  It  was  oace  sug- 
gested, it  appears,  by  no  smaller  a  person  than  an  ex- 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  that  if  a  customer 
wrote  down  what  he  wanted  on  a  piece  of  paper,  and 
appended  cryptic  initials,  a  chemist  would  be  justified  iu 
regarding  the  document  as  a  prescription  1 

"  The  drug-maniacs  do  not  confine  themselves  to  the  few 
poisons  named.  Opium,  though  it  has  never  come  into 
genet al  use  in  England,  is  to  be  had  cheaply  and  easily 
enough  in  certain  provincial  districts."  This  is  the  pure 
Sidney  Thompson. 
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Poisoned  Grain  Prohibition  Act. 

On  Tuesday,  December  31,  1901,  Thomas  William  Bates, 
chemist  and  druggist.  High  Street,  Colchester,  appeared 
before  the  Mayor  and  other  magistrates  on  a  summons  taken 
under  Section  2  of  the  Act  for  selling,  between  November  10 
and  20,  to  H.  W.  Hedges,  a  farmer,  poisonous  grain  calculated 
to  destroy  life. 

Mr.  F  Howe  Colam,  barrister,  who  appeared  on  behalf 
of  the  U.S. P.O. A.,  said  the  offence  was  all  the  more  serious 
because,  as  the  seller  of  the  poisoned  grain,  he  offered  the 
cpportuniiy  for  another  very  serious  offence  to  be  com- 
mitted. The  proceedings  had  been  taken  as  a  deterrent. 
All  over  the  country  complaints  had  been  received  as  to 
poisoned  grain  and  meat  being  laid  down — a  very  dangerous 
practice  which  thould  be  put  down  at  once. 

Mr.  Bates  (interposing) :  I  hope  your  Worships  won't 
think  we  chemists  poison  meat. 

Inspector  Summons  said  on  December  2  he  went  with 
Inspector  Ilobinson,  R.S.P.C.A  ,  to  Mr.  Bates's  shop,  and  told 
him  that  he  had  come  rc.=jcclirg  some  wheat  which  had 
been  laid  down  in  Colchester  by  Mr.  Hedges,  and  which,  on 
being  aralysed,  was  found  to  contain  strychnine.  Mr.  Bates 
sfcid,  "  I  remember  selling  Mr.  Hedges  some  poisoned  wheat. 
I  thought  he  wanted  it  to  kill  mice  and  rats.  I  prepared 
it  myself."  Defendant  added  that  he  would  never  do  it 
again. 

Henry  William  Hedges,  the  farmer,  was  then  charged  with 
"  knowingly  and  wilfully  laying,  putting,  and  placing  in  a 

field"  poisonous  grain  calculated  to  destroy  life  He  pleaded 

guilty. 

Mr.  Colam  said  defendant  had  admitted  laying  the  grain 
on  his  ground,  and  several  dead  birds  were  found  lying 
about.  On  examination  they  were  found  to  have  been  killed 
by  strychnice.  Any  animal  picking  up  these  dead  birds 
might  itself  be  poisoned. 

Mr.  Bates  (rising  excitedly)  :  I  deny  it ;  it's  not  true.  A 
cat  could  eat  several  poisoned  Urds. 

Other  evidcrce  was  called  ;  Mr.  J.  F.  Marlar,  chemist  and 
analyst,  deposing  to  finding  in  the  crops  and  intestines  cf 
the  sparrows  strychnine  in  sufEcient  quantities  to  kill. 

The  Beech  held  that  there  bad  been  a  breach  of  the  law 
in  each  case,  and  fintd  each  defendant  5s.  and  costs. 


Sale  of  FooJ  and  Drugs  Act. 

Almond  Oil. 

At  the  Mansion  House  (London)  Police  Court  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1901,  Mr.  ir.  S.  Boutall,  chemist  and  druggist,  was 
summoned  for  selling  6  cz.  of  almond  oil  not  of  the  nature, 
&c ,  demanded.    Mr.  Kebble  was  for  the  defence.  After 
evidence  as  to  purchase  had  bern  given,  the  inspector  was 
cross-examined  as  to  a  conversation  that  took  place  between 
him  an<l  Mr  Beckwith  (Mr.  Boutall's  manager,  who  sold  the 
oil).    The  inspector  stated  that  he  was  not  told  anything 
about  the  article  not  being  of  B  P.  quality  until  after  he  had 
paid  for  it ;  but,  on  further  cross-examination,  he  admitted 
he  was  not  quite  prepared  to  swear  to  that.    The  bottle 
containing  the  almond  oil  was  labelled,  in  addition  to  the 
English  name,  "  01  Amygd  Dale.  Persic."  Asked  if  almond 
oil  is  in  the  Pharmacopccia,  he  said  it  is,  but  "  Persic."  is 
not.    As  "Persic."  is  not  in  the  B. P.,  it  is  therefore  not  a 
drug.    It  was  pointed  out  that  the  wholesale  price  of  peach- 
kernel  oil  is  la.  Zd.  and  of  almond  oil  Zs.  Zd.  per  lb.    For  the 
defence  it  was  contended  that  peach-kernel  oil  is  a  com- 
mercial variety  of  almond  oil — a  wholesale  price-list  being 
put  in  in  evidence  ;  that,  not  being  a  drug,  as  mentioned 
by  the  inspector,  the  summons  was  bad  ;  and  that,  being 
labelled  as  it  was,  the  purchaser  had  proper  legal  warning 
that  he  was  not  getting  the  B.P.  variety.    Mr.  Beckwith 
said  he  recognised  Mr.  May  as  an  inspector,  and  that  made 
him  careful  to  label  the  article  correctly.    Before  receiving 
payment  he  told  the  inspector  he  was  supplying  him  with 
Persian  almond  oil.    He  was  under  the  impression  that  ol. 
amygd.  persic.  meant  almond  oil  expressed  in  Persia.  He 
did  not  think  the  label  was  contradictory.    He  regarded  the 


addition  in  v;riting  ('■  01.  Amygd.  Dulc.  Persic.'')  as  an 
explanation.  Dr.  Teed,  public  analyst  for  the  City  of 
London,  gave  evidence  during  the  hearing  of  the  case  as  to 
the  meaning  of  the  words  added  to  the  label.  He  said  the 
botanical  name  of  the  peach-tree  is  Amyndalns  2}'^'>'sicann3. 
He  did  not  think  the  oil  from  it  harmful,  but  it  is  excluded 
from  the  Pharmacopoe'a.  He  created  eome  amusement 
among  the  chemists  present  by  informing  the  Court  that 
when  the  public  ask  for  almond  oil  chemists  should  supply 
the  B.P.  oil,  but  when  "oil  of  almonds '' was  bespoken  he 
thought  the  essential  oil  of  almonds  is  wanted.  The 
Magistrate  (Mr.  Alderman  Vaughan  Morgan)  dismissed  the 
case  on  the  facts. 

Boric-acid  Ointment. 

Immediately  after  the  above  case,  Mr.  F.  Boxall,  chemist, 
128  Fleet  Street,  E  C,  was  charged  with  selling  boric- 
acid  ointment  containing  8  per  cent,  of  boric  acic  instead  of 
10  per  cent.  Mr.  Kirby  (of  Neve,  Beck,  &  Kirby),  on 
behalf  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association,  appeared  for 
defendant,  and  pleaded  not  guilty.  Mr.  Kirby  explained  that 
the  ointment  is,  under  certain  circumstances,  difficult  to 
mix  so  as  to  be  sure  that  the  powder  is  evenly  distributed. 
There  could  be  no  suggestion  of  fraud  in  the  case,  as  the 
cost  of  the  boric  acid  is  less  than  that  of  the  ointment, 
Mr.  William  Johnston,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  gave 
evidence  on  that  point.  He  said  one  could  not  be  sure  of 
always  getting  the  ointment  nicely  mixed.  It  might  be 
done  perhaps  ninety-nine  times  out  of  a  hundred,  and  thea 
the  hundredth  time  it  might  go  lumpy  through  unequal 
cooling,  which  it  was  not  possible  to  always  avoid.  In 
answer  to  questions  by  the  Magistrate  and  counsel  on  both 
sides,  he  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  that  was  the  explanation 
of  the  deficiency  in  the  present  instance,  and  that  the  oint- 
ment would  be  equally  effectual  as  an  antiseptic  in  the 
dressing  of  wounds.  The  medical  officer  of  health  for  the 
City  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  a  purchaser  would  be  pre- 
judiced  medically  by  being  supplied  with  an  ointment  con- 
taining 8  per  cent,  of  acid  instead  of  10. 

The  Magistrate  thought  the  case  was  not  a  very  serious 
one,  snd  imposed  a  penalty  of  10^.,  and       Qd.  costs.

The  first  meeting  of  creditors  was  held  on  December  31  at  the 
Loudon  Bankruptcy  Court  before  Mr.  C.  A.  Pope,  Assistant 
Receiver,  under  the  failure  of  E.  B.  Rogers  and  H.  N.  E.  Rogers, 
trading  in  parlnership  as  above.  The  failure  of  the  firm  is  attri- 
buted to  transactions  in  bills  of  exchange  for  the  accommodation 
of  themselves  and  otfier  firms.  Having  dealt  with  proofo- 
amounting  to  66,987?.  the  Chairman  reported  that  the  debtors- 
had  been  very  closely  associated  with  four  other  firms  who  were 
n.lto  in  the  Court,  viz.— Messrs.  Wallis,  Sons  fc  Co.,  Mr.  R. 
Newton,  Messrs.  S.  &  E.  Ransome,  and  Messrs.  Thomas 
Short.  No  statement  of  affairs  had  yet  been  filed,  and  owing  tc» 
the  complicated  nature  of  the  firm's  transactions  some  time  must 
elapse  before  the  accounts  would  be  completed.  The  debtors 
had  alleged  that  many  of  the  transactions  were  entered  into  by  a 
clerk  without  their  cognisance,  but  that  was  entirely  denied  by 
the  clerk  in  question,  and  the  matter  would  have  to  be  closely 
investigated  when  the  debtors  attended  the  Court  for  public  ex- 
amination on  February  19.    The  principal  asset  in  the  joint 
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estate  was  book  debts  for  40,000?.,  ivbich,  however,  were  only  ex- 
pected to  realise  between  3,000?.  and  4,000?.  Mr.  Horace  Barrett, 
as  representing  creditors  for  over  25,500?.,  moved  a  resolution  for 
Mr.  S.  P.  Child,  chartered  accountant,  to  act  as  trustee  and  ad- 
minister the  estate  in  bankruptcy.  An  objection  was  raised  on 
the  ground  that  Mr.  Child  was  the  trustee  re  Ransome,  and  as 
such  might  be  called  upon  to  deal  with  conflicting  interests. 
After  some  discussion  the  resolution  was  carried,  it  being  further 
decided  that  in  the  event  of  Mr.  Child's  appointment  not  being 
certified  by  the  Roard  of  Trade,  Mr.  Harold  Walters  (Curtis, 
Thompson  &  Co.)  shall  fill  the  post.  The  following  are  amongst

They  add  that 
during  the  year,  there  has  been  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
sales  over  those  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  profits  would 
have  been  greater  but  for  the  exceptionally  high  prices  of 
raw  materials  and  special  expenses,  amounting  to  1,470/., 
incurred  in  cDnnection  with  printing  and  boxmaking  works, 
which  are  now  paying  their  way.  The  directors  do  not 
consider  that  the  pre.-eot  phenomenally  high  prices  of  raw 
materials  will  b3  permanent.  The  growth  of  the  business 
necessitated  provision  for  the  increased  distillation  of 
glycerin,  and  a  new  building  was  erected  for  extra  soap 
fi-ames,  and  for  drying,  cutting  and  storing  soap,  while  a 
new  engine  and  engine  house  have  also  been  put  down.  The 
balance  of  1,673/.  from  the  Vinolia  War  fund,  which  amounted 
to  11,673/.,  was  paid  to  the  Lord  Mayor's  Fund.

Sir, — In  giving  the  results  of  the  analyst's  appointment 
for  the  poor-law  drug-supply  I  think  it  would  be  desirable 
that  the  number  of  dispensaries  attached  to  the  Unions 
should  be  given  at  the  same  time.  If  the  question  of  these  ap- 
pointments interests  anyone  outside  the  analjsts  themselves. 
It  should  be  given  in  such  a  manner  as  to  convey  a  correct 
idea.  The  Unions  differ  very  much  as  regards  the  number 
of  dispensaries  attached.  Thus,  some  have  only  two,  some 
as  many  as  twelve  or  fourteen.  Each  dispensary  must 
submit  twelve  samples  a  year  for  analysis.  Kilmacthomas 
Union  has  only  two  dispensaries.  I  hold  this  Union  at  the 
same  salary  as  the  previous  analyst,  who  has  just  resigned.

The  Analyst  as  Expert  in  Therapy. 

Sir, — In  your  last  issue  you  report  a  prosecution  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  wherein  the  analyst,  after  reporting 
on  the  quality  of  the  article  submitted  to  him,  further  took  on 
himself  to  state  that  "  genuine  almond  oil  is  used  as  a  laxa- 
tive for  children,  whereas  substances  such  as  apricot  or 
peach-kernel  oil  have  no  such  effect."  Now,  the  gentleman 
in  question  is  rot,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  a  member  of  the 
medical  profession,  and  I  must  therefore  strongly  protest 
against  his  posing  as  an  expert  on  a  purely  therapeutical 
question.  Further,  1  will  afhrm  that  the  laxative  properties 
of  good  sweet  peach  or  apricot  kernel  oil  are  quite  the  same 
as  those  of  the  oil  expressed  from  almonds,  and  that  there 
is  not  in  Britain  a  pharmacologist  who  could  demonstrate 
any  difference  by  physiological  methods.

The  Pharmacist  and  Patent  Medicines. 

Sir, — Mr.  Reid  is  right  so  far  as  old-fashioned  advertising 
ideas  are  concerned,  but  we  have  to  deal  with  a  constant 
change  of  tactics,  and  as  a  great  deal  of  harm  may  be  done 
before  the  public  find  them  out,  their  danger  is  obvious.  The 
"  money-returned  "  system  already  referred  to  is  a  case  in 
point,  and  was  quoted  as  a  strong  instance  of  an  increasing 
evil.  With  regard  to  the  methods  adopted  by  another  class 
of  advertisers,  I  have  not  the  actual  case  before  me,  but, 
speaking  generally,  that  kinel  of  thing  only  differs  in  detail 
and  may  be  classed  with  the  objectionable  methods  under 
consideration.  All  this  points  to  the  necessity  of  united 
action,  and  it  should  not  be  difEculb  for  an  examined  body 
of  men  to  at  least  make  it  clear  to  the  public  that  they  are 
not  the  servants  of  quacks,  and  to  protect  themselves  against 
libellous  insinuations  whether  emanating  from  English  or 
foreign  sources.  The  point  raised  by  Mr.  Reid  had  not  been 
lost  sight  of.  It  is  worth  putting  to  the  test,  and  would  in 
any  event  be  a  welcome  change  from  the  monotony  of  sitting 
on  the  wall  year  after  year.

Wake  up,  London! 

Sir, — The  question  of  organisation  in  London  has  recently 
come  to  the  front.  The  remedy  proposed  is  a  Metropolitan 
Association  intended  to  represent  the  views  of  the  great 
hitherto  unvoiced  mass  of  London  chemists.  But  the  whole 
subject  of  organisation  in  London  is  pooh-poohed,  ridiculed, 
and  wrapped  with  irrelevant  observations  by  various  scribes 
and  speakers  ;  so  much  so  that  it  is  evident  some  people  view 
with  concern,  and  even  fear,  the  formation  of  any  effective 
association.  This  proves  the  necessity  for  the  step.  To  my 
mind  it  is  scarcely  possible  to  magnify  the  importance  of 
the  project,  and,  therefore,  I  beg  permission  to  criticise  and 
offer  suggestions.  Arc  the  means  suggested  likely  to  be 
successful  ?  Will  the  formation  of  a  huge  metropolitan 
association  produce  an  organised  London?  I  see  few 
elements  of  success  in  it.  A  few  men  whose  efforts  we  must 
admire,  anel  whose  intentions  are  manifestly  honest  and 
praiseworthy,  would  really  form  the  association,  whilst  the 
bulk  of  the  members  would  be  merely  subscribers,  expecting 
some  problematical  benefit  to  accrue.  Presently  the  associa- 
tion would  die  of  inanition.  There  is  a  more  promising 
method  in  the  formation  of  local  associations.  It  is  feasible 
and  practical  to  form  these  in  districts  corresponding  to  the 
parliamentary  divisions.  There  is  comparatively  little  trouble, 
and  the  expense  is  trifling  in  running  such  associations, 
whilst  the  practice  of  qualified  chemists  meeting  each 
other  periodically  is  wholly  beneficial.  Further  the  federa- 
tion of  London  associations  presents  no  difficulty,  because 
of  their  proximity.  Delegates  from  all  parts  could  meet 
quite  easily.  I  venture  to  say  that  by  such  a  method 
metropolitan  opinion  would  be  educated,  formed  and 
expressed. 

I  offer  no  apology  for  coming  into  this  discussion,  for 
effective  organisation  all  rounel  is  of  the  most  urgent  im- 
portance. Opportunities  are  upon  us — opportunities  which, 
if  not  taken  advantage  of,  will  be  gone  for  ever.  I  would 
like  to  digress  somewhat.  This  agitation,  essentially  one 
for  keeping  the  exercise  of  the  qualification  to  the  individual, 
and  consequently  the  prevention  of  unqualified  practice, 
was  some  years  ago  characterised  as  a  passing  wave,  which 
would  die  away  with  the  season.  But  the  movement  has 
spread  and  spread  until  now  the  London  rank-and-file  are 
seeing  the  necessity  and  the  utility  of  helping  themselves. 
Instead  of  the  agitation  being  dead,  I  am  on  the  Council,  a 
direct  representative  vsith  an  unmistakable  mandate.  Fifth 
on  the  poll,  and  nearly  twice  the  voting  strength  of  any 
unofficial  candidate.  Well — a  ^jm^ww,  of  all  this,  I  am 
charged  with  the  betrayal  of  the  trust  so  distinctly  placed 
with  me,  on  the  assumption,  I  suppose,  that  noise  must 
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accompary  wcrk.  But  what  are  the  facts  ?  I  have  protested 
several  times  publicly,  that  members  5f  the  Society  are  in 
absolute  ignorance  of  the  Council's  work,  and  that  they 
ought,  at  least  to  have  sufEcent  information  to  enable  them 
to  form  an  intelligent  cpiriion.  I  certainly  will  not  rest 
until  this  end  is  attained,  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  be  abreast  of  the  times.  .Again,  I  have  asked  more 
than  once,  are  chemists  satisfied  that  a  qualified  person  shall 
suppress  name  and  individuality  by  using  a  fictitious  and 
unmeaning  (as  far  as  the  Act  is  concerned)  style  atd  title  ? 
In  other  words,  shall  a  personally  acquired  qualification  be 
associated  with  the  title  as  enacted  by  section  17  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act?  Is  it  supposed  that  I  am  not  serious  when 
I  ask  members  to  emphasise  the  mandate  so  unmistakably 
given  in  May  1  Are  we  always  to  be  the  shuttlecocks  of 
pharmaceutical  journalism  ?  Yours  faithfully,

a  contribution  of  5s.  per  annum.  What  does  your  corre- 
spondent mean  by  qiroting  the  South  Sea  Bubble  1  He  says 
he  does  not  mean  it  to  apply  to  the  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion ;  then  why  use  it  1  Like  a  naughty  boy,  he  throws  a 
stone,  runs  away,  and  says,  "Please,  sir,  I  did  not  doit." 
Perhaps  he  means  it  for  wit.  If  so,  why  not  label  it,  as  all 
good  chemists  do  their  poisons,  with  instruction  when  to 
laugh  ?  Now,  "  Xrayser,"  come  out  into  the  open  :  give  us 
your  good  reasons  why  the  first  city  in  the  world  should  not 
posfess  an  association  which  much  smaller  cities  and  towns 
feel  it  necessary  to  have  for  their  assistance,  protection,  and 
general  welfare.  Failing  this,  I  fear  you  must  be  located 
to  the  lumber-room.

Mr.  Michael  Carteighe's  Soporific. 

Sir, — "  Xrayser's  "  remarks  in  last  issue  of  the  C.  B 
called  my  attention  to  Mr.  Carteighe's  Edinburgh  speech. 
The  chief  feature  of  this  speech  is  a  direct  expression  o| 
opinion  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Carteighe  in  regard  to  politica 
agitation  as  applied  to  pharmacy.  He  is  of  opinion  that 
not  much  can  be  got  in  the  shape  of  legislation  to  assist 
pharmacy,  and  that  our  only  hope  for  the  future  is  to  raise 
the  pharmacist  in  some  vague  way,  not  minutely  described, 
to  such  a  position  that  the  people  shall  be  constrained  to 
give  him  his  due  from  sheer  force  of  respect,  if  not  admira- 
tion This  has  been  the  idea  working  in  Mr.  Carteighe's 
mind  ever  since  he  came  prominently  before  pharmacists, 
and  no  man  in  the  whole  country  has  had  so  good  an  oppor- 
tunity of  carrying  an  idea  into  effect.  Let  us  see  how  it 
has  worked  out.  The  founders  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  for  whom  Mr.  Carteighe  professes  great  veneration, 
were  essentially  politicians,  and  they  haccled  down  to  Mr. 
Carteighe  and  his  colleagues  a  foundation  fixed  on  a  sure 
political  reck.  Mr.  Carteighe  has  been  buildiug  on  that 
foundation  for  nigh  cn  thirty  years,  but  he  has  always  been 
buildiog  with  this  in  view,  that,  apart  from  politics,  he  could 
raise  pharmacists  to  a  position  in  which  the  support  of  the 
people  would  be  assured.  What  has  been  the  result  ?  To- 
day fewer  than  25  per  cent,  of  the  qualified  men  of  the 
country  support  the  Society,  less  than  10  per  cent,  of  the 
dispensirjg  in  the  country  is  done  by  qualified  men,  probably 
not  50  per  cent,  of  the  doors  kept  open  for  retailing  poisons 
are  the  doors  of  qualified  men  ;  we  are  saddled  with  a 
qualifying  examination  in  which  the  average  failures  amount 
to  about  75  per  cent.,  and  finally  young  men  have  practi- 
cally stopped  going  in  for  pharmacy.  One  would  think 
that  a  state  of  matters  like  this  would  opsn  the  eyes  of 
even  Mr.  Carteighe  to  the  fact  that  thirty  years  of  his  policy 


have  not  led  to  results  which  would  warrant  a  man  in 
recommending  it  too  confidently  for  the  future.  It  is 
recognised  by  almost  every  thinking  man  now  that  we  must 
have  either  speedy  legislative  relief  or  practical  collapse  of 
pharmacy  as  it  exists.  We  cannot  hold  even  the  small 
share  of  pharmaceutical  work  done  now  by  qualified  mea 
if  we  have  not  got-  the  qualified  men,  and  the  dead 
stop  in  apprenticeship  must  soon  lead  to  a  dead  stop  in 
qualification.  Either  the  Government,  in  these  circum- 
stances, must  accept  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  certificate,  or 
some  similar  certificate,  as  sufficient  for  a  man  to  keep  open 
shop  on,  or  else  there  must  be  free  trade  in  pharmacy  alto- 
gether. To  most  men  it  will  be  pretty  plain  that  it  is  just 
exactly  the  politicians  we  want  to  deal  with  a  position  like 
this.  I  do  not,  however,  see  why  we  should  not  find  men  who 
are  keen  politicians,  and  also  scholars  imbued  with  all  Mr. 
Carteighe's  desire  to  raise  the  pharmacist  to  a  position  in 
which  he  shall  command  respect  and  support.  There  is  one 
point  on  which  we  are  all  agreed,  includirg  even  Mr. 
Carteighe,  and  that  is  that  too  few  men  in  the  prime  and 
vigour  of  life  can  leave  business  in  order  to  attend  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  affairs  at  Bloomsbury  Square.  The 
result  has  been  that  affairs  have  been  left  in  the  hands  of 
London — mostly  West-end — men,  and  elderly  men  from  the 
country  who  have  lost  interest  in,  and  even  touch  with, 
pharmacy  as  practised  now.  The  old  ofircial  clique  is  not  in 
a  position  to  cope  with  present-day  difficulties,  simply 
because  it  knows  nothing  about  them.

246,21.  SuliscTiler. — The  label  for  harmless  headache- 
powders  will  not  render  a  simple  drug  liable  to  duty,  but  as 
your  powder  contains  two  drugs,  the  sentence  "  Repeat  in 
two  hours  if  necessary  "  should  be  omitted  in  order  to  escape 
liability  to  stamp  duty.  If  this  is  done  the  powders  may  be 
sold  without  a  licence  by  small  shopkeepers. 

102/13.  Partnerslnf. — A  partnership  of  a  qualified  person 
and  an  unqualified  one  for  the  purpose  of  trading  as 
chemists  and  druggists  and  selling  poisons  is  illegal,  so  far 
as  the  unqualified  person  is  concerned. 

251/34.  F. — The  Inland  Revenue  assessors  have  ways  of 
their  own  for  estimating  the  value  of  premises  which  should 
pay  inhabited-house  duty.  Sometimes  they  charge  more? 
than  the  actual  rent  of  the  premises.  Sixpence  in  the  pound 
for  rentals  above  60?.  is  the  proper  rate  for  houses  occupied 
for  the  purposes  of  trade.

This  is  on 
the  border  line  and  should  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Inland  Revenue  for  opinion.  If  the  word  "Consultant" 
were  used  instead  of  "  Specialist  "  the  pasiilles  would  not  be 
liable.  "  Vigilant  "  also  asks  if,  after  distributing  the  hand- 
bills, he  sells  the  lozenges  in  unlabelled  packages  liability 
would  be  incurred.  That  altogether  depends  upon  the  con- 
dition of  the  sale.  If  the  handbill  involves  liability  exposure 
of  the  pastilles  for  sale,  or  even  making  them,  suffices  to 
incur  the  penalty.  See  the  terms  of  the  Act  in  Ths 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,  1902,  page  281. 
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Antiseptic  Poot-powder. — Mr.  W.  II.  ^rVos.*,  Chulmleigh, 
North  Devon,  informs  us  that  he  has  submitted  to  the  Board 
of  Inland  Kevenue  the  label  given  on  page  38  of  "  Pharnaa- 
ceutical  Formulas,"  and  he  has  been  told  that  the  line  "  and 
preventing  blisters  "  must  bs  removed  if  the  preparaMon  is 
to  pass  without  stamp-duty.

F.  M.  .1.— Your  label  for  Erasmus  Wilson's  hair- 
wash  states  that  the  lotion  is  especially  serviceable  "  in 
numberless  instances,  when,  from  long-continued  illness  or 
local  disease,  a  lutal  lost.i  of  hair  has  resulted,  the  most 
striking  effects  have  invariably  been  produced  by  the  use  of 
this  remedy."  Although  baldness  is  not  considered  a  dis- 
temper, ailment,  i^c,  the  passage  quoted  is  a  possible 
recommendation  for  the  cure  of  disease.  Submit  the  label 
to  the  Board,  and  let  us  know  the  result.  In  the  corn- 
solvent  label  the  line  "Jijpeat  if  necessary"  should  be 
removed,  as  it  suggests  cure.  The  carbolic-tooth-powder 
label  is  on  the  border-line,  and  you  should  submit  it  to  the 
Board  of  Inland  Kivenua  for  approval;  also  the  petroleum- 
emulsion  label,  because  it  refers  to  the  preparation  as  a 
chemical  food  as  well  as  a  popular  remedy.  The  other  labsls 
are  free  from  liability.  What  you  state  on  the  handbill 
regarding  quinine-and-iron  tonic  does  not  render  the 
preparation  liable  to  stamp-duty.

— Your 
sample  only  suggests  the  aroma  of  coffee,  and  is  possibly  an 
artificial  product.  An  excellent  colourless  essence  is  made 
by  collecting  the  aromatic  principle  given  off  during  the 
roasting  of  coffee  (which  condenses  in  a  suitable  apparatus) 
and  the  distillate  from  an  infusion  of  the  powdered  berries, 
and  dissolving  in  alcohol.  The  roasting  should  be  done  in 
a  retoit,  which  makes  it  a  somewhat  troublesome  operation  ; 
but  as  the  flavour  of  the  essence  depends  to  a  considerable 
extent  on  the  aromatic  principle  evolved  at  this  stage  it 
cannot  be  neglected.

An  actress  whose  name  is  Verona 

Bought  fceir-Jyc  a  druggist  had  shown  her; 

When  next  she  was  seen 

Her  hair  had  turned  green, 
And  few  of  her  friends  would  have  known  her. 

Miss  Lillian  Verona,  tha  lady  referred  to,  bought  hair-dye 
known  as  "henna-leaves"  from  Druggist  Keihl  or  Kelhle  or 
Diehl  (the  \eiv  York  Journal  gives  these  three  styles),  of 
Third  Avenue  and  Thirteenth  Street,  Ne;v  York.  She  wanted 


to  make  her  hair  red,  but  the  dye  turaed  it  into  a  magnificent 
pea-green.  She  wore  the  green  hair  for  nearly  six  months, 
and  sued  the  druggist  for  ^2,000  damages. 

When  the  plaintiff  entered  the  caurt-roomon  December  16, 
1901,  Judge,  jury,  everybody,  sped  quick  glances  towards  her. 
Her  hair  was  not  green.  It  had  gone  back  to  a  light  brown. 
She  wore  a  large,  white  hat,  with  bunches  of  frilled  white 
trimmings.  Her  waist  was  of  yellow  and  scarlet  silk,  woven 
in  an  Oriental  pattern.  She  clasped  her  white-gloved  hands 
and  looked  timidly  and  in  agitation  at  the  jury.  She  then 
told  her  story,  and  the  druggist's  case  was  that  it  the  hair  is 
thoroughly  washed  just  before  application  henna-leaves  will 
have  the  desired  effect  of  turning  the  hair  red,  otherwise 
green  hair  will  be  the  certain  result.

Fenugreek  has  been  a  dull  article,  and  5s  slightly  dearer  in 
price,  at  7s.  Qd.  per  cwt.  Linseed  bas  bejn  steady  for  fine 
quality,  at  58s.  to  60s.  per  qr. 

Senega.— From  New  York  2s.  Id.  per  lb  ,  c  i  f  ,  is  quoted 
for  J  ton  lots,  and  on  the  spot.  2s  Id.  net  is  also  quoted. 

The  Winniiicg  Commercial  of  December  14  reports  that  the 
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root-morket  is  practically  closed  noiv  for  the  season,  as  about  all 
the  root  in  sight  has  baen  bought,  and  there  are  no  transactions 
upon  which  to  base  quotations.  Holders  are  very  firm  in  their 
views,  and  would  readily  take  care  of  any  additional  lots  which 
might  come  in  from  the  country  at  full  market- values.  An 
advertiser  in  the  above-named  paper  states  that  he  is  willing  to 
pay  46c.  per  lb.  for  good  dry  senega,  delivered  in  Minneapolis. 

Shellac. — Under  the  influence  of  the  holidays  a  quiet 
tone  has  prevailed,  and  with  a  reduction  in  the  Calcutta 
price  of  TN  (now  70  rupees)  "futures"  have  been  rather 
easier.  Januaiy  delivery  has  sold  at  123.S.  6d.  to  124.*., 
March  at  lZ6s.,  End  June  at  129^-.  per  cwt.  Fair  TN  orange 
is  quoted  on  the  spot  at  124.s-. 

Spices  — There  has  been  very  little  doing,  owing  to  the 
holidays,  and  public  sales  will  not  be  resumed  until  next 
week.  Black  Pijqii  r  closes  at  ^"^rl.  per  lb.  foi  Singapore,  on 
the  spot,  against  %\<l.  a  year  ago.  There  was  very  little 
fluctuation  in  the  pries  during  1901,  the  lowest  touched 
being  5',/Z.,  and  the  highest  although  the  statistical 

position  continued  to  improve  throughout  that  period.  White 
pepper,  being  still  in  small  supply,  with  diminishing  stocks, 
has  risen  about  per  lb.  since  last  January  ;  the  latest 
quotations  are  9^/.  for  Penang  and  for  Singapore. 

The  London  stoctc  of  Cochin  Ginger  havinj;-  been  drawn 
upon  considerably  to  supply  the  demand,  and  the  new  crop 
not  promising  well,  this  article  became  dearer  during  last 
year,  a  rise  of  about.  18*-.  per  cwt.  (bringing  the  price  of 
washed  riiugh  up  to  52.^'.)  being  established.  Other  descrip- 
tions followed  the  upward  movement,  Jamaica  advancing 
about  12.-.'.  per  cwt.,  J^pan  about  lO.*.,  and  Bengal  about  7s. 
per  cwt.  Zin/.ibir  Clocis  have  lluctuated  between  3J,V<!. 
and  4|'^Trf.  per  lb.,  as  influenced  by  the  opsrations  of  specu- 
lators;  but  the  present  price  is  just  aboub  the  same  as 
at  th's  time  last  vear-  -viz  ,  4^;^  per  lb.  rimcnfo  improved 
in  price  during  1901,  from  2\}:d.  to  3;V''.  per  lb.  Chillies  and 
Capsicums  have  declined  in  value  during  tlie  past  year,  and 
XiitmcgH  are  dearer  ;  but  other  spices  have  been  steady  in 
price. 

Sugar  of  Milk. — Duriag  the  past  six  m  jiths  tbe  output 
of  the  combined  factories  in  the  United  States  has  bsen 
doubled,  which  fact  has  lowered  price?.  Best  American 
powder  is  now  obtainable  at  40.<.  per  cwt.  in  small 
wholesale  quantities.  Italian  is  quoted  unchanged  at  41s. 
From  Germany  it  is  reported  that  the  offers  remain  con- 
siderably in  excess  of  tbe  demand,  and  prices  have  declined 
in  consequen'ce.  It  is  probable  that  the  lowest  point  has  not 
yet  been  reached. 

Wax,  Bees'. — The  experts  from  Tangier  during  1900 
amounted  to  8,212  cwt.  (45.193/.),  against  1,514  cwt.  (7,916/.) 
in  1899.     (iermany  received  the  bulk  of  the  exports  in  1900. 


Heavy  Chemicals. 

Therais  not  much  doing  in  the  heavy-chemical  market  yet,  the 
holiday  feeling  not  being  over.
